ANOTHER OCEAN HORROR. 


Wrt*«-k of a Passenger Steam er on the At­ 
la n tic Coast—Over One H undred Lives 
Lost—H arrow ing Scenes— Statem ents o f 
S u rvivors—Etc.

B o s t o n , January 18tb.— F. W . Nickerson 
& Son, agents for the Savannah Steamship 
Line, received the following dispatch to-day : 
N ew Bedford. Jan u ary 18th. 
To F . W. N ickerson it Son : The steam er City of 
C olum bus is ashore on Devil’s B ridge, G ayhead, 
and is fast breaking u p . 
A bout 100 lives w ere lost. 
Will leave on th e early tra in in th e m orning. Sailed 
by th e cu tte r D exter. 
S. E. W RIGHT, M aster. 
The City of Columbus left Boston at 3 
o’clock yesterday afternoon for Savannah. 


THE CAPTAIN’S STATEMENT. 
The following is Captain W right’s state­ 
ment : 
The City of Colt-mbus left Boston at 
3 o'clock Thurslay afternoon, carrying eighty 
passengers and a crew of forty-five. 
A t 8:45 
A. M. Friday, with the light bearing south 
half east, the vessel struck on the outeide of 
the D evil’s Bridge buoy. The wind was blow­ 
ing a gals west by north. 
The vessel imme­ 
diately filled and keeled over, the water break­ 
ing in and Hooding the port side of the saloon. 
A ll the passengers, excepting a few women 
and children, came on deck, nearly all wear­ 
ing life preservers. A ll the boats were cleared 
away, but were Immediately swamped. 
A 
majority of the passengers were washed over­ 
board. 
Seven passengers left the vessel on 
the life rafv, and about forty more took to the 
rigging. 
A t 10:30, the Gayhead life-boat 
put off and took seven persons. 
Auother 
life-boat put off between 12 and 1. 


SAVED AND MISSING. 
The total number of persons saved is 23. 
Five dead bodies were recovered, and 110 
souls remain unaccounted for. 
Seventeen of 
the saved and four dead were brought here, 
and six supposed to be living and one dead 
are at Gayhead. 
The names of those at the 
latter place are unknown.

FURTHER STATEMENT OF THE CAPTAIN. 
Captain W right says he passed the Crossed 
Rip lightship at 12 o'clock, and continued by 
an east and west chop, with a strong breeze 
west southwest. 
After paaeiug Nobska, the 
course being west southwest, 1 stepped into 
my room to warm myself, as it was very 
cold. 
Everything was working well. 
A f.er 
being below a 3hort time I beard the second 
mate, who was in the pilot-home with the 
mate, siDg out to the puartmaster to p;>rt the 
balm. 
I jumped out of m y room, thinking 
we had come across a vessel bound down 
south. 
I then cried 
out, “ Hard a-port,” 
not knowing but it 
was a 
vessel, 
and 
in the moonlight saw the btioy on D evil’s 
Bridge 
on 
the 
port, 
abont 
two 
points 
forward of the beam, and abont 308 yards 
distant. 
She was im mediately struck. 
I 
ordered the engines reversed, and she backed 
about twice her length. 
The steamer im m e­ 
diately stopped, and I ordered the jib hoisted 
and endeavored to bead her off to the north, 
but she filled forward and listed uver to port» 
so her plankshire was abont four feet under 
water. 
I went aft and told the passengers to 
keep 
cool 
and 
get 
life-preservers. 
I 
next told 
the 
officers on 
deck to get 
the 
boats 
ready. 
The 
steamer 
settled 
down af‘, and righted. 
It was blowing very 
hard, and there was a heavy sea running. 
Launched the port boat, which immediately 
capsized. 
The sea was breaking over the 
steamer’s deck, her stern being entirely under 
water. 
W e were forced to go upon the top 
of the house. 
I stayed there awhile, but we 
were finally obliged to take to the rigging. 
The mate, second mate, chief engineer and 
the fourth engineer took the raft. I thick the 
steamer struck on a lone rock. 
The Captain 
is positive that ho struck outside the buoy, 
and in backing drifted inside. 


ANOTHER STATEMENT. 
The officers of the cutter Dexter furnish 
the following statement : 
About 12:30 we 
sighted a vessel aehore on a reef near G ay­ 
head. 
The wiDd was blowing a gale and a 
terrible sea running. 
A s we approached we 
saw that the vessel was a steamer, and the 
waves were breaking over her. 
We anchored 
on her starboard charter, 200 or 300 yards 
awsy. The cutter s boat was at once lowered 
and manned by five men, in charge of Lieu­ 
tenant Rhodes, who brought off seven men. 
A return trip was made and one man was 
brought to the vessel. 
Lieutenant Kennedy 
was then dispatched in the gig with four 
men, and took off four or five men. 
Mean­ 
while the life-boat transferred several men to 
the cutter, and at length the rigging was 
cleared of survivors. 
Ths vessel sank in 
abont font fathoms of water, and the railing 
on 
her 
bow 
was 
the 
only 
portion 


of 
the 
hull 
visible. 
W e 
found 
men 
in the fore and maintop and riggÍDg. 
It 
was impossible to row over the rigging, as the 
boats would have been pounded to piecis. 
The men in the rigging were forced to jump 
into the sea, and we caught them as th. y 
arose to the surfsce and pulled them into the 
boat. 
Some of the men couldn’t swim, but 
nearly every one in the rigging was saved. 
Eagene McGarry jumped from the rigging, 
and Lieutenant Rhodes jumped for him, but 
the boat was lifted fifteen feet on the crest, 
and it was necessary to starboard to avoid 
being crushed. 
McGarry was not seen after­ 
ward. 
A t nearly the same instant, McGar- 
ry’s brother was pulled into the boat. 
Cap­ 
tain W right was among the last to leave. 
Two men, frozen so stiff that they were un­ 
able to relinquish their hold on the rigging, 
were at length the only persons remaining on 
the steamer, except the Captain. 
Lieuten­ 
ant Rhodes asked him to jump, but he 
shouted, “ Save those men first.” 
“ They 
are frozen,” was the Lieutenant’s answer. 
The Captain then j im p el, snd although he 
could not swim a stroke, was rescued by 
Lieutenant Kennedy. 


HEROIC ACTION. 
Lieutenant Rhodes then performed a heroic 
act, which elicits hearty commendation. ¿The 
two men hung in the rigging, unable to move 
from exhaustion. The officer determined to 
save them at the peril of his life. Retnrnir g 
to the cutter, he asked Captain Gabrielser to 
give him a man to steer, that ho might swim 
to the wreck and rescue the unfortunate men. 
The Captain granted the request, and Lieu­ 
tenant Rhodes was placed in a boat, but on 
nearing the Bteainer it was found to be tolly 
to attem pt to 
go alongside. 
Lieutenant 
Rhodes refused to abandon his attempt, and 
eang out to the men in the life-boat to take 
him to the wreck. 
Lieutenant Rhodes 
boarded the life-boat, and tying a rope about 
him, waited until within thirty feet of the 
vessel, when he sprang into the sea. 
He had 
nearly reached the wreck, when he was 
struck by a piece of timber on the leg and 
hand, 
H e was pulled aboard tho boat and 
later to the cutter. 
H is leg was found to be 
cut, but after changing his clothing, and ae 
the sea was smoother, he determined to make 
a last attempt. 
H e again S6t out for the 
wreck, and this time reached it. 
One man 
was banging by the feet and arms through 
the ratlines, with his head downward. 
Lieu­ 
tenant Rhodes put a bowline about him, 
when he murmured, “ For God’s sake, don’t 
touch me.” 
Tho mar, who was found to be 
Mr. Richardson, was placed in the boat, but 
died bsfore reaching the cutter. 
About 8400 
was found in a wallet in his pocket. 
The 
second man, the last person removed from 
the wreck, was la the ratlines in the weather 
rigging, and although breathing when placed 
in the boat, also expired before reaching the 
cutter. 
THE CHIEF STEWARD’S STOUT. 
A . F. 1’ittman, chief steward of the steam­ 
er, said: “ I was in m y berth whan the 
vessel struck, and was not awakened by the 
shock. 
A general alarm was given, and I 
hurried into my clothes and left the state­ 
room. 
The greatest excitem ent prevailed, 
and women were 
rushing about in their 
night-dresses. 
Oa reaching the deck I found 
the men hoisting the jib. 
In about twenty- 
minutes the steamer listed. 
The houses were 
carried away hy the sea almost immediately, 
and the deck began to break up. 
About 7 
o’clock, as the passengere came on deck, they 
were swept overboard by scores. 
The scene 
was horrible. 
After the vessel listed I made 
m y way along to tho windward side upon the 
inclined plane and into the rigging, where 
about forty persons—ail men—had taken 
refuge. 
There we clung for life, with fingers 
benumbed, and with floating corpses and de­ 
bris at our feet. I saw one man knocked into 
the sea when the topmost head broke.” 
Tixe 
steward further said that he remembered a 
few of the passengere, among them a Boston 
Globe reporter. 


A p a s s e n g e r ’s e x p e r ie n c e . 
John L. Uook, a passenger, said he occu­ 
pied a stateroom on deck with an elderly 
man, who told him he was born in Bruns, 
wick, Mo., but whose name he could not as­ 
certain. 
A t the time the vessel struck, Cook 
awoke, but did not feel alarmed until he 
heard the orders to hoist the jib, and de­ 
tected signs of confusion and alarm. 
Cook 
dressed himself, and learning that the ship 
had struck a rock and was sinking, ho went 
back to his 3tateroom and alarmed him com­ 
panion. 
The latter seemed crazed, and al­ 
though Cook 
pulled him from his berth 
twice, could not prevail upon him 1 ? leave 
the room. 
Cook was at length compelled to 
abandon hi3 attem pt, and returned to tie 
deck, where he climbed 
to 
the top of 
one of the houses, where he found two young 
men (named Farnsworth, I aptaiu Wright 
atd a passenger named W hite. 
About. 11 
o’clock the house was carried away and the 
five men sought refuge iu the foretop. 
All 
five of theee men were saved. 
Cook says 
many scenes were heartrending. John Roach, 
a coal passer, dangled from the mainstay foe 
two hours, with his hands and legs about the 
mainstay. 
A t length 
his struggles grew 
feebler, until he dropped into the sea. 
A 
passenger was astride the stay, and clung 
there from 5 until nearly 10 A. >L, when he, 
too, relinquished the fight far life, and fell 
into the ocean. 
A ll the reecued give the highest praise to 
the officers of the revenue cutter for the 
bravery they manifested in saving them from 
the wreck. 
A ll the survivors now aboard the 
cutter are being cared for by the officers. The 
Mayor tendered the hospitalities of the city’ 
to the survivers, but they preferred to stay 
on the cutter. 
The steamer was fast going to 
piece? when the cutter left her at G P. M. 


THE SAVED. 


After the survivors were taken from tho 
vessel, the Dexter proceeded to N ew Bedford. 
Three persona died after going aboard the 
Dexter. 
The names of the saved are : Hor­ 
ace W aterhouse, Bath, M e.; John White, 
Prince Edward’s Island ; F. F. W . Fairbank, 
Gorham, M e.; Thomas O’l.eory, fireman;

W right, 
B >«top, Captain ; G. I). W hitcomb, Hndaon. 
Mass.; H . W . Farnsworth, George W. Farns­ 
worth, Townsend, Mass.; John L .

H . Friedman, Lawrence. 
Mass.; Eugene McGarry, alias McCarthy, 
S merville, Mass.; H. A. Phillips, first as­ 
sistant engineer; John Madden, Charlotte­ 
town ; P. E .

Four dead bodies cf men were brought to 
this city on the Dexter. 
One is not identi­ 
fied. 
Two are identified as H enry Brooks, of 
Northboro. Mass., and G. Fred. Chandler, of 
Hyde Park. 
The other is supposed to be 
from Card Pound. 
Papers in hie pocket 
show that he w ss a member of the firm of C. 
Richardson & Co., Clinton Market, Boston. 
One of the passengers lost was J . Morton, 
lately connected with the Boston Globe, who 
was going South for his health. 


THE CAPTAIN AND HIS VESSEL. 


Captain S. E. W right is a seaman of large 
experience and excellent reputation. 
He has 
been in command of steamers sf the Boston 
and Savannah line since 1869. 
H e com­ 
manded the City of Columbus since she was 
purchased by that line. 
H e never had an 
accident until last September, when his vessel 
sunk a bark off Nantucket. 
The Boston and 
Savannah line has an cxcslient record. They 
have carried between 159,000 and 200,000 
pzas’ngers, 
and 
no 
lives 
have 
ever 


before 
been 
lost. 
F. 
W . 
Nickerson 
& 
Co. 
are 
the 
Boston 
agents. 
The 
C ity of Columbus had accommodations for 
84 first-class and 45 second-class passeugers. 
She was insured at a lower rate than any 
vessel on the coast. 
She was valued at 
$300,000, and was insured for $250,000— 
$170,000 in English and $S0,000 in American 
companies. 
On this trip the City of Colum­ 
bus had 59 first-class and 22 steerage passen­ 
gers, and a crew of 45. 
Of these, 55 first- 
class, 15 steerage passengers, and 24 officers 
and crew were lost. 


WHERE THE CATASTROPHE OCCURRED. 
The ledges on which the City of CVumfcus 
was wrecked are considered by mariners one 
of the most dangerous points on the coast. 
The ledges consist of a formation of sub­ 
merged rocks, constituting a double ledge, 
over a strait which is caked “ Devil’s Back,” 
both ledges being called “ D evil’s Bridge,” 
The ledges are abreast of the Gayhead light, 
on the mainland, and extend a little to the 
southward of it. The outer ledge of D evil’s 
Back is about eight miles from lha main­ 
land. 
On the other side of the outer ledge is 
very deep water. 
The upper part of the 
ledge is formed like the gab’e of ahouse, so that 
vessels striking it diagonally would naturally 
keel over on to her beam ends. The course of 
vessels is around Gayhead, to pass by the 
outer ledge on the south,

they are too great cowards to evince pol­ 
troonery. 
Thus the average man made a 
capital soldier in the 
olu shoulder-to- 
Bhoulder days. 
British 
yokels, 
British 
jail-birds, 
German 
handicraftem ’-n, Ge. - 
man bauers, French peasants and Frene i 
artisans, were all pretty much alike made 
eieditable “ cannon-fodder.” 
They would 
all march into lire and thole its sting, each 
m an’s right aud left comrade reacting on 
him and his rear lile supporting at once 
and blocking him. 
In ths fire the national 
idiosyncrasies developed them selves. 
The 
“ funk” zone, so to Bpeak, had been trav­ 
ersed, and the Briton inarched on stead­ 
fastly, the German advanced with slower 
step, the Russian s uxd still doggedly, and 
the frenchm an spurned into a run with a 
yell. 
W hen the blood began to flow and 
the struck men w ent down, the passion of 
the battle beeame the all-absorbing ques­ 
tion, and so, whether by 
greater or less 
steadfastness, or greater or less dash, the 
battla was won or lost. 
T ill the culm inat­ 
ing f i n t , no man ever was thrown w holly 
upon.his own individuality or ever lost the 
consciousness of public opinion as repre­ 
sented by his eom radee.—[Archibald Forbes 
in the F ortnightly R eview .

The German savant, Dr. K issling, has 
recently m ade borne interesting experi­ 
m ents on this subject, the cigars being 
sm oked w ith an aspirator, aud the smoke 
drawn through a cooler and live bottles. 
Of the latter, the first and third were 
em pty, the second being filled w ith alco­ 
hol, the fourth w ith dilute sulphuric acid, 
the fifth w ith caustic soda. 
Iu the four 
experim ents 50, 42, 132 and 100 cigars 
were sm oked respectively. 
The percent­ 
age of nicotine were 3 75, 3 75, 0 295 and 
0 .19 in the respective experim ents. 
In a 
fifth experim ent the tip3 and ends of those 
cigars used in the first experim ents were 
used, and in a sixth experim ent the cigar 
ends left by a sm oker were tested for nico­ 
tine. 
These were found to contain 2 51 
per cent, tho cigar itself having had 2 24 
per cent, ; so that the increase was com ­ 
paratively sum II. 
The general results oi 
K issling’s researches are of interest to all 
cigar smokers. 
H e found that the active 
poisonous constituents of tobacco smoke 
are carbonic oxide, sulphydric acid, prussic 
acid and nicotine. 
The three first-named 
are present in tobacco sm oke in too small 
quantities, and are too volatile to deserve 
any consideration in judging of the effect 
of using trbacco on the system . 
The pico- 
line bases arc present in the sm oke in rela­ 
tively i mall qtian ¡ties, to that the poison­ 
ous qualities may be attributed alm ost ex ­ 
clusively to the nicotine. 
The amount of 
nicotine in sm oke depends ch itily on the 
quantity of nicotine in the tobacco. 
The 
quantity of nicotine destroyed by the com ­ 
bustion of a cigar is relatively sm all. 
Ber- 
haps the m ost interesting result of the e x ­ 
periment is that they show that as nicotine 
is soluble in alcohol, it is more than proba­ 
ble that the use of alcoholic beverage pre­ 
vents the local accum ulation of nicotine 
and hastens its removal from the body. In 
other words, a glass of beer or w ine is the 
proper concom itant to the pipe or cigar. 


T he Chameleon. — Bhilosopher as he is, 
the chameleon requires food, and since he 
is too slow to go after it, he brings it to 
him. 
As his bail-and-sockt-t eyes roll this 
way and that way. one of them marks a 
large w hite butterfly walking up the bars 
of bis cage, and he forms a purpose to eat 
it. 
H e unwinds his tail, then relaxes the 
grasp of his broad palms one at a tim e (for 
he ¡3 extrem ely nervous about falling aud 
breaking his bones), and so he advances 
slow ly along the tw ig until he is w ithin six 
inches oi his prey, then he rtip s, and there 
is a working in his sw ollen throat ; he is 
gumm ing his tongue. 
A t last he leans for­ 
ward and open3 his preposterous m outh, 
and that m ember protrudes like a a goose- 
quill steeped in w hite bird lim e. 
For a 
m oment he takes aim, and then, too quick 
for eye to follow if, the horrid instrum ent 
ha9 darted forth, and returned like elastic 
to its place, and the gay bnttertly is being 
crunched and sw allowed as fast as any­ 
thing can be sw allowed when tongue, jaws 
and throat are sm eared with viscid slime. 
But this part of the process is inconceiva­ 
ble vulgar, and we may w ell leave the 
chameleon tr him self til! itiso v e r ,—[Tribes 
on My Frontier.

W a s h in g t o n , January 18th.—A t a m eet­ 
ing oi the House Committee on Public Lauds, 
C. P. Huntington appeared on behalf of the 
California and Oregon Company.

Chairman Cobb. 
H e cane, he said, as the 
representative of a corporation which always 
performed i*’ contracts in the time required, 
and had never asked for additional aid nor 
leniency. 
For this reason he thought Con­ 
gress ought not to interfere in this one in­ 
stance. 
A general outline of the work of the 
California and Oregon road * ’.? given. 
He 
said work bad been suspended because the 
line could only be built to the Oregon State 
line, where it wa- to connect with the Oregon 
and California. 
Work on tte latter, how­ 
ever, has 1cm suspended, making the build­ 
ing of the road he represents inexjiedifnt. 
U s should not endeavor to touch upon the 
legal question, but had something abo per- 
aonal to say about his associates and himself. 
Srid he : 
“ W e have always built as the law 
required, and this is the first consideration 
we have asked in the way of an extenuation 
of time. 
W e think we are more entitled to a 
hearing from the Government than any other 
class of people, for there has been no conserv­ 
ator of tho public peace and prosperity, in the 
largest eeuso of the word, like railroads. 
We 
ourselves were the first people to commence 
the Central Pacific II ■ i r ad. When that bill 
passer! it was corsiilerid a great thing to do. 
and we did it, notwithstanding ths fact that 
the people would not back u?. 
When we 
commenced to build, rails were $38 per ton. 
They went to $125 hef-are we were through 
buying; but we asked no more from the Gov­ 
ernment on that account. 
Before the war. 
$6, $7, $8 or $10 was ah ;ut the minimum rate 
of ship tonnage around Cape Horn. We paid 
$34 during the war. 
Instead of 2j per 
cent, 
insurance 
around 
the 
Cape 
at 
the 
time 
the 
Act 
was 
passed, 
we 
paid as high as 15 per cent. 
We did not ask 
the Government additional aid. 
W e paid 
$32,000 for locomotives in war times which 
could have been bought previously for $9,0(10. 
W e crossed the Sierra Nevada against the pre­ 
dictions ami advice of all ’ ur friends, because 
we stood by the work honestly and mau- 
fully, aud cared for every interest we had in 
charge. 
W e indorsed the paper of the Cen­ 
tral Tacitio when it had no credit, and we 
personally had finished this work in the time 
required by law. 
I mention these things to 
show that we have worked bird and ton- 
estlv, asking no favors, but accomplishing 
what depended on ourselves, 
I:: i-t, present 
case we were stopped from carrying out our 
purposes fn u i no fault or misfortune of our 
own. W e built 152 miles from the Central Pa­ 
cific line northward at a tremendous cast and 
effort. 
W e were on our way through to the 
boundary, and proposed to go right up there ; 
but when the other link failed of completion 
we knew there was no i cal interest to com­ 
pensate us, and the road to the State line as 
a terminus would yield no return. 
W e 
stopped au 1 waited. 
When our sister com­ 
pany wss ab'e to eo to work again, we got 
every man we could raise and put him on our 
line. 
Tbe 100 miles we built from Redding 
to Mount Shasta was the most difficult w rk 
wo have ever dene, embracing heavy cuts, 
fills aud tunnels. 
W e have done the best we 
could, and there is no ground, equitable, 
moral cr financial, on which this land can be 
taken away from us. 
Some political reasons 
may exist. 
If so, I have no interest in or in­ 
fluence over them.

P a r is , December 15, 1S83. 
Despite the qnarrela betw een th e M in. 
istry and the Radicals, the disastrous state 
of things under the Republican Adm inis­ 
tration, the Tonquin trouble and a serious 
prospect of war, Paris is never too preoc­ 
cupied to feel the m ost profound interest 
in the publication of a new book, the euc- 
cess of a talented debutante or the opening 
of a new theater. 
Since th e prosaic trans­

THE LETTER OF MARIO 
Is fall of interesting details of bis career, 
but we will confine ourselves to his amus­ 
ing account of an interview between the 
poet H enri Heine and M eyerbeer. 
“ I 
often w ent to Eee M eyerbeer,” he says, 
“ who interested me for various reasons. 
I invariably found him deeply absorbed in 
the Parisian newspapers, which he read 
solely to see w hat they said of him, for he 
had great veneration for the press and was 
even afraid of it. 
‘ I t is,1 said he, ‘the 
great power of the age !’ 
M eyerbeer was 
known ta be very7 rich, and he received in­ 
numerable letters from Germans estab­ 
lished a t PariB, which always ended with 
a reouest for money. 
The author of ‘ Rob­ 
ert le Diable,’ who was not extraordinarily 
generous, defended w ith all hia m ight his 
doer and his purse, bu t there were some 
who would not be denied. The poet Heine 
was of this number. 
E xtravagant, always 
in need, but determ ined to give some hon­ 
est return for bis demand for money, the 
author of the ‘ Reisebilder ’ alw ays came 
to M eyerbeer w ith his pockets full cf 
‘ lied er’ and ballads. To refuse as sweetly 
as possible was a rule w ith M eyerbeer, and 
he almost invariably told Heine th at his 
poems were too perfect, too sublim e to be 
set to music ; but the poet needed some­ 
thing more substantial than mere flattering 
words, aud when the musician began the 
usual strain he rushed frantically into the 
street. 
I m et Heine one day at M eyer­ 
beer’s house and * assLted ’ at a very 
curious scene. 
I had been talking w ith 
the musician about the m usic of the day. 
Nursed in the cradle of the Italian school 
I 
rem arked th a t nowadays the music 
was fall enough of discord to shock the 
most refined taste. 
I t is like the kitchen, 
I said fam iliarly, where oue puts in the 
stews and soups a qu an tity of strange in­ 
gredients, which only the strongest stom ­ 
achs can support. 
My culinary compari­ 
sons did not please M eyerbeer’s taste. 
He 
rose and said, w ith great dignity, ‘ I be­ 
lieve, however, th at I am not a cook,’ 
bowed coldly and left the room. 
I was 
amazed, for I had not thought of M eyer­ 
beer’s productions in making m y remarks, 
and turned toward Heine, who was con­ 
vulsed w ith 
restrained 
laughter. 
He 
tapped me on the shoulder affectionately, 
and cried, ‘Thank you, Mario, thank you 
with all my heart ! 
You have doue well 
to put this pround miser ia his proper 
place, for you hit it exactly, 
T hat is ju st 
it ! 
He is nothing but a musical cook ?’ 
Aud perfectly enchanted w ith the word, 
Heine left the room screaming at the top 
of his voice, ‘ Cook ! cook ! cook !’ 
The 
door by which M eyerbeer had made his 
exit was half open, and he certainly heard 
the irreverent words of Heine, who ceased 
irom this day to trouble M eyerbeer w ith 
his lieder and ballads.”

Governor Foster, in hia final message to 
the Legislature of Ohio, delivered on the

The receipts from the sale at r itiil in 
Ohio of wine, beer and intoxicating liquors 
Drobably amounts to the enormous sum of 
*70,000 000. 
T h at it entails upon the gen­ 
eral public an enormous outlay of money, 
which is raised by general taxation, no one 
pretcuds to deny, while the annual profits 
of those engaged in the business is more 
than 640,000,000, yet, until recciit’y, tins 
traffic contributed nothing to the burdens 
it imposes upon the taxpayers of the State. 
Aud now, because the General Assembly 
has, in obedience to the demand of au 
overwhelming public 
sentim ent, under­ 
taken, in a conservative way, to impose 
re»traintj upon it, and to require it to con­ 
tribute something to the cost it imposes 
upon the people, this interest recently, 
through its delegates gathered in Conven­ 
tion, formally demanded the rep.-al of the 
law. 
The law pasted by the last General 
Assembly, entitled “ Ao A ct to provide 
ainst the evils resulting from the traffic 
in intoxicating liquors,” is the lirst, seek­ 
ing to impose restraint upon the liquor 
traillo, ever passed in this State th at has 
been successfully put into practical execu­ 
tion. 
U nder its provisions more than -1,500 
saloons and places v. here the traffic has 
been carried ou have gone out of existence, 
and, if the law is perm itted to stand, the 
num ber retiring from the business wi 1 be 
m aterially increased. 
A revenue of nearly 81,000,000 has been 
received from the operation of the law aod 
paid into the various county, city and 
viilags treasuries of the State. 
Under the 
locai option ” feature of the law a num ­ 
ber of villages have, by ordinance, pro­ 
hibited the traffic w ithin th eir corporate 
limits, but because of the phraseology re­ 
lating to tippling houses, the aria of spir- 
tnous liquors cannot bs prohibited, unless 
sold in tippling houses. 
Toe law should 
be amended so as t) include spirituous 
liquors, the sale of which, as well as wiue 
and beer, may be prohibited by ordinance, 
and tae provision of local option should 
be extended to townships so thar, when by 
village ordinance the traffic is prohibited, 
the people of the townships may prohibit 
also if they choose, thus preventing the 
ratfic upon the border line of the village. 
The General Assembly may rest assured 
th at there is an overwhelming public sentí- 
n t opposed to the demands of toe liquor 
dealers, and in favor of giving the Scott 
aw a full and fair trial before aDy serious 
intericreuce w ith its 
provisions 
18 
a t­ 
tem pted. 
Tne fact th at 323,000 votes were re­ 
turned for the prohib t on of the liquor 
traffic is evidence of the strong feeling of 
our people upon this subject. 
If this is 
doue the law will be found in principle the 
best ever pa-sed upon this subject iu this 
country.

was widely distributed. 
In three or four 
years the art of huskiug the rice was 
learned. 
African slaves were easily pro­ 
cured in the W est Indies, and the face of 
society in the young State was presently 
changed ; S ¡nth Carolina became a land of 
great planters and a m ultitude of toiling 
negroes. 
Sm ith was raised to the rank of 
Landgrave, and made Governor of the col­ 
ony three years after the success of his rice- 
palch. 
Tne new grain was a t first grown 
on nplaids, b nt the planters discovered 
that the neglect id swamps were more con­ 
genial and 1 ss exhaustible.

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MENTAL 
OVERWORK. 


The suicide of Judge Colt, of M assachu­ 
setts, seems to be as fair a warning as can 
be of the dangers of m ental overwork, 
worry r.nd strain. 
He was not only tho 
possessor of a strong frame and sound 
physical health, but of an abnormally hap­ 
py and cheerful disposition when he en­ 
tered upon his duties as a Judge. 
His 
circumstances were all fortunate, and no 
family afflciion or business misfortune oc­ 
curred to d ictirb his m ental balance ; and 
he was equally fortunate in escaping any 
i attack of extraneous disease. 
But he 
was conscious of some deficiencies in legal 
learning, which he endeavored to make up 
by severe application ; but more tban this, 
he took bis cases w ith him wherever hewent, 
considering them at all times and hours in 
anxiety to fulfill his ful! duty and render 
exact justice. 
The result of this was to 
break down the libres of his strong mind 
and all the symptoms r.f periodicdoprcssion, 
self-condemnation, and finally doobt and 
despair, indicated the exact course of men­ 
tal disease produced by overwork. 
The 
man who cannot drop his work when it 
is done is the one who is in danger, 
and he who finds it tilling all hia waking 
hours has a warning which no strength of 
constitution or general good health should 
tem pt him to disregard. 
Persons who 
have the fortunate faculty of dismissing 
their cares and taking healthy recreation, 
can do an immense amount of m ental 
work w ithout exhaustion, while stronger 
men 
arc 
driven 
to 
insanity 
or 
snicide 
sim ply 
because 
their 
work 
rides 
them 
Lke 
a 
nightm are. 
Tho 
warning ia individual, 
but 
the sym p­ 
toms of tho danger are such as every man 
can note and take warning from in him ­ 
self, whatever the comparative quantity of 
his m ental work with w hat he thinks he 
ought to do w ith safety, or has been done 
by more fortunately constituted persons.—

The poems rf Albert F. Kercheval, a well- 
known Californian, have been presented in a 
handsome royal octavo volume of over 500 
pages, by A. L. Bancroft & Co., San F ran­ 
cisco, as publishers, under the title “ Dolores 
and Other Poems." W e ha> e no hesitation 
whatever in pronouncing Mr. Kerchevaf s 
quality to be the truly poetic. 
His one fault 
is his kindly nature, or rather the generous 
disposition that has led him to bemean hia 
ger.ins by writing on all and for all occasions. 
One gifted with such a fertile imagination 
and so vivid a fancy doe3 his genius an injury 
by making it th ; vehicle for ordinary car­ 
riage. 
But this testifies to versatility and to 
inexhaustible resources. I t has been charged, 
and we believe unfairly, that Mr. Kercheval 
is an imitator. 
In the sense that nothing is 
original this allegation may have some foun- 
da'.ion, but in the critical examination of his 
poems the unbiased judge will discover a 
distinctive originality, not only in thought 
but ia style. 
In fact it is so marked as to 
mar, to some txtent, bi» work, for the sub­ 
tone in all hia p>ems is ths same. 
If we 
were 
to 
discriminate 
we 
should 
say 
th it Kercheval’s best effort is disclosed in his 
descriptive lines, and beside them his senti­ 
mental poems. 
He invests narrative with a 
poetic interest and charm not often attained 
hv the modern poet, while bis sentiments are 
pitre, clearly expressed, appeal ta the heart. 
Next we would place his humorous poems, 
and beside the-e hia patriotic expressions 
In sentiment and in patriotic power, he rises 
to an enviable plane and gives evidence 1 f an 
ability to f.ith'im the emotions that sp.-aks of 
grealer possibilities and of a courage bom of 
the purest loyalty to liberty and the rights of 
men. 
There are stnnzas numerous and ia 
differing veins in the bonk that are fairly en­ 
titled to be ranked with the lo tiest manifes­ 
tations of the best poetic genius. 
There is 
energy, quickness and vigor in his produc 
lions, and equally gentleness, depth of feeling 
and the evidence of a warmly sympathetic 
nature. 
Unlike some of his eulogists, we do 
not place his “ Dolores” first among his lines. 
It appears to us more labored than most of 
his shorter poems. 
Through all his work is 
to be noted a love for the pure, the gentle 
and kindly sentiment, the generous impulse, 
the kindly touch, 
W e fail to discover any 
disposition to pick out the " thistles ” in life. 
This home poet looks upon this, evidently, as 
a life really worth living, and the world an a 
thing of beauty, full of goodness and sweet­ 
ness, despite evil and paiu aud toil and weari- 
ne>s.

Church at Home is the bronze figure of St. 
L’etcr, toe toe of which every good Catholic 
who visits St. Peter's feels bound to kiss. 
I t has been kissed by so many millions 
th at the contact of soft lips baB actually 
worn away a portion of the m etal toe—a 
toe made of the hardest passible broczi. A 
half hour’s observation of the people who 
came to kiss the toe of th e m etal St. Peter 
was well spent, as showing the state of 
feeling among the Itoman people. 
I t being 
a grand festival, an immense num ber of 
people thronged the great church, and the 
metal toe was kissed th at day by thou­ 
sands. 
W ho kissed the toe ? 
The woman 
always. 
A well-dressed, apparently well- 
to do party—father, m other and children— 
approach. 
The m other pressed eagerly 
forward and kissed tho toe with a fervor 
th at m eant something, an earnestness th at 
proved beyond a doubt th at the kies did 
her soul good, and th at the privilege was a 
comfort to her. 
T u tu the children were 
carefully hoisted up— what m other wouid 
kiss an j thing w ithout giving her children 
a chance at it? -and they kissed it one by 
one. 
B at the father ? 
As a rule he a t­ 
te n d e d to escape it, but a reproachful 
look from the wife and the w aiting of the 
children alw ays brought him to hia duty. 
He kissed, b ut he did it in the same spirit 
th at a young man kissed an ancient maid 
at a party iu the course of some game 
which has kissiDg as a penalty or reward, 
because he had to.

INJURIES BY FUNGI. 


LOSSES SUSTAINED BY FRUIT GROWERS 
AND FARMERS. 


Interesting D escription of th e Various 
Classes of Fungi—Methods of 
Propagation—Remedies.

Dr. H. \Y. Harknese, in a recent ltcfure 
upon “ Fungi Injurions to F ruit Trees,” 
gave many points of information and value 
t i fruit growers and farmers, and which is 
below given. 
H e said : 
This subject is one of very great im port­ 
ance to those who cultivate the soil; in­ 
deed, it may he said th at the loss to the 
agriculturist through the baneful influences 
of fungi far exceeds th at caused by the tu- 
sect pests, while to the horticulturist they 
m ust rank as second in the list of destruc­ 
tive agents. 
A few of the most striking 
examples of their injurious effects upon 
vegetation may not be out cf place here. 
Uolike ordinary plants fungi are destitute 
of chlorophyl, leaves, fbw ers, or of seeds, 
iu the ordinary acceptation of tho term, 
the reproductive bodies being known as 
spores, a name given to the fruit of all 
flowerless plants. 
These spores are ex­ 
ceedingly m inute, often not more than the 
five-thousandth of an inch in diam eter, are 
generally nearly transparent, extremely 
buoyant, and forming at ail timea a con­ 
siderable portion of the atm ospheric dust, 
and transported by the wind to remote 
distances. 
These spores are produced in 
num bers which, to one unfamiliar with the 
subject, appear almost incredible. 
N ature 
seems to have provided w*ith bounteous 
prodigality for the safety of species of the 
lower orders, both of plants and animals, 
and the num ber of germs produced is in 
almost constant ratio w ith the dauger to 
which the organism is exposed. 
Countless 
millions of germs may perish, but the 
species lives on. As an illustration familiar 
to all, I wi 1 m ention the puff-ball, the 
' smoke ” from which 


CONSISTS ENTIRELY OF SPORES, 
W hich, separately, are quite invisible to the 
naked eye, and each one of which is capa­ 
ble under favorable conditions of reproduc­ 
ing its kind. 
I have in iny cabinet a sin­ 
gle puff-ball (Lycoperilon yiganteum) which 
is so abundantly supplied w ith spores that 
the entire State of California m ight be 
planted from this individual, each square 
inch of the vast area being supplied w ith a 
spore. 
The consideration of these facts 
will explain why, when the conditions are 
favorable for the germination of an unu­ 
sual num ber of spores, these microscopic 
organisms are able to devastate large areas 
in a single night, a3 often happens with 
fields of wheat, in which case it is onlv 
necessary iu certain localities th at there 
should be a warm foggy night, continuing 
for a few hours in the morning, and fol­ 
lowed by warm sunshine, to produce the 
“ red r u s t” of the grain, known to the 
mycologist as Pucrinia yraminits. 
I’roba- 
bly most are familiar with the appearance 
of this parasite, which first shows itself 
as a m inute rusty spot upon the leaf or 
stem. 
If it appears before the formation 
of the head it causes little damage, but 
if, a3 occasionally happens, it should a t­ 
tack the plant while the berry is in pro­ 
cess of formation, it proves disastrous to 
the crop. 
In such localities the farmer 
soon learns to subm it w ithout repining to 
an evil for which no economical remedy 
can be applied, and to plant to other 
crops those tracts lying adjacent to the 
stream s, which experience 
b o o h teaches 
him are m ost liable to be attacked. 
A n­ 
other fungus which endangers the wheat 
crop is 
T H E “ W H ITE RUST,” 
Or Eryniphe yraminis. 
This fangos is of u 
grayish-w hite color, and attacks the leaves 
or stems, often encircling the latter at a 
point near the earth with a felt like invest­ 
ment. 
It does not penetrate the cuticle to 
any great extent, but injures the plant by 
closing the stom ata or breathing pores of 
the plant. Some years ago many thousands 
of acres of wheat in the Sioram ento Valley 
were placed in jeopardy by this pest, the 
catastrophe bring averted, as I believe, by 
a northerly wind of several days duration ; 
nevertheless, the berry was shrunken to 
an appreciable degree. 
Another of the 
well-known blights which has been the 
cause of famine iu Ireland, and has wrought 
incalculable mischief in other lands, is the 
fungus known as Perononpora irtfestam. 
L ittle complaint of it has reached us from 
the interior, 
but near the coast it has 
caused much by attacking tho leaves and 
stems, and destroying them iu a few hours. 
As yet it has a c t affected the plants eariy 
enough to prevent a paitial crop. 
Some 
tw enty or mote years ago the coffee plant 
was introduced into the Island of Ceylon 
by the English. 
The first few years of its 
cultivat ou were years of Bnccess and pros­ 
perity ; the tree was of luxuriant growth, 
the berry perfect, and the crop immense. 
It is not to be wondered at th at under 
such circumstances, and w ith the advant­ 
age of cheap native labor, the planter 
should have felt assured of fortune in the 
near future. 
B ut after gathering a few 
crops at great profit, 


YELLOW Sl-OTS I’PON TH E LEAVES 
Began to be noticed. 
These spots were 
examined w ith curiosity, but w ithout ap­ 
prehension, 
and received the name of 
Jlemileia vaetatrix. 
In a short tim e it 
spread from plantation to plantation, liter­ 
ally w ith the velocity of the wind. 
The 
leaves, exhausted by the fungus, shriveled 
and shrunk, and finally .'ell from the trees, 
leaving in many cases the exposed berry 
to shrink and droop, also its supply of 
nutrim ent being cut off, and itselt left 
shelterless under the rays of a tropical 
sun. 
In this manner, aud by mean9 of 
this tiny pest, the crop w sb ruined upon 
many plantations, and rendered light and 
of poor quality upon others. 
In the first 
season of its prevalence the damage caused 
by it was estim ated at $5,000,000, and this 
ia stated tn be about the average loss for 
the paet fit teen years. 
Short of pestilence 
or famine, there is nothing more sad than 
the decay and death of a great industry. 
It is so difficult to uproot t ee old and plant 
anew. 
To the English piauters of th at 
delightful island the disaster has proved 
overwhelming, and a friend just from that 
place informs me th at all or nearly all the 
planters, who began with such high hopes 
a few years ago, are now bankrupt. 
This 
fungus has extended beyond the limite of 
the bland and attacked plantations upon 
the main land of tho Indian peninsula. 
W here this scourge will end we cannot say, 
hut it has not yet reached the line plants- 
t:ons of Costa Rica and Guatem ala, as I 
lind no trace of it in a large consignment 
of sickly leaves from those localities. * * * 


THE 
tll-A IK 
KNOT— (M ’H jFKIA 
MORBOSA). 
This fungus is one of the few of those 
affecting fru.t tre.s which destroy the tree 
as well as the fruit, and America may 
justly, 
though not exactly w ith pride, 
claim to be its home. 
It was carefully ob­ 
served, studied and named as early as 
lt>22, by Dr. Schweinitz, a M oravian 'min­ 
u ter, then rc-ident at Salem, N. C , where 
it was at th at tim e doing great damage to 
the cherry aud plum trccB. 
It first ap­ 
pears as a (light swelling in the h irk of the 
brauches ; the hark soon rupturrs, produc­ 
ing irregular fissures from one to three 
inches in leDgth, which are quickly filled 
by the fungus. 
It usually encircles the 
branch with a corrugated, unsightly mass, 
which in the early itig es is of a greenish- 
brown color, soft and velvety, tin! very 
much greater in diam eter than the branch 
on which it grows. 
A t m aturity it is of a 
shining black, marked all over with m inute 
crowded pap.l'a-. 
Those little projections 
indicate the separate rpore-bearing cavities, 
and are filled with a mass of oblong sacs 
called aeci, each of which holds eight 
spores, and the whole mass thus contains a 
vast num ber of reproductive bodies. 
The 
branch upon which the unsightly masa has 
fastened is henceforth worthless, as the 
fnngus appropriates ad its nutrim ent, and 
soon kills it. 
This fungus is now fonnd in 
all parts of tho country east of tho Ilocky 
Mountains, and Professor Farlow asserts 
th at one seldom Bees a plum or cherry tree 
free fiom the knot. 
Remembering the 
great extent of 
conutry in which it is 
found, we can well believe th at the lo»s 
occasioned by it is almost incalculab'e, for 
in all the iufected district it is n rx t to im­ 
possible to raise the b etter sorts of cherry 
and plum, a 'd this has happened in a 
region well adapted for their culture. 


THE HISTORY OF THIS FUNGUS 
Is very sim ilar to that of the coffee. 
In 
both cases the disease belonged to a native 
plant, and on the introduction of less re- 
si;t ant kiadred plants was transferred to 


them , with w hat disastrous results we have 
seen. 
So far it has not made its appear­ 
ance in the orchards of this State, but there 
ia every prospect of its invasion, as it was 
found by the author in the greatest abun­ 
dance in Yosemite valley. 
Any one who 
would like to eee the probable future ap­ 
pearance of our cherry and plum orchards 
has only to visit Shat beautiful valley and 
lock upon the gnarled, tw isted, unsightly, 
half dead and dying shrubs covered w ith 
black and w arty excrescences, which mark 
its ravages upon the choke cherry (Prunus 
demissa). 
Recently it has reached us again 
from the Coast B inge to the westward of 
Menlo Park. 
It will thus be seen th at it 
is already dangerously near our fruit or­ 
chards, and t iers is too much reason to 
fear th at we shall soon have to contend 
w ith it, especially as our trees become 
weakened by age. 
The opinion seems to 
be prevalent among our horticulturists th at 
it will only grow among the m ountains of 
the State, and th at we of t'ne lower levels 
have nothing to fear from 3 fungus of such 
lim ited range. 
U ufortuuately for us t.iis 
comforting theory is 


CONTRADICTED BY EXPERIENCE, 
For in the East it is found wherever the 
plum and cherry grows, from the m ount­ 
ains to the seaboard. 
11 might be supposed 
th at in the dry valleys of the interior there 
would be less danger than in the humid a t­ 
mosphere of the coast ; hut there is an al­ 
lied species which ravages t e sage brash 
(Artemisia C alifornia) on the atid slopes 
of the foothills of M onut Diablo, hut as we 
are not greatly concerned about the fate of 
this odorous snrub it may be left unregret­ 
ted to its fate. 
The only remedy for this 
disease is the knife ; the affected branch 
should be sacrificed, and if it appears upon 
solitary trees it would be better at once to 
destroy the tree. 
Pruning should be care­ 
fully done when the fungus is immature, 
and tho spores not formed. 
I t is always 
safe 1 1 do this before the fall of the leaf. 
Tne folly of pruning a tree of the m ature 
knots, jarring and scattering m yriads of 
spores, and 
afterw ard 
carrying 
them 
through the orchard before burning, may 
bo readily appreciated. 


CAPNODIFM CITRl. 
For more than tw enty years complaints 
have been made by growers of the citrus 
fruits of the annoyance to which they are 
exposed by the prevalence of this fungus, 
which is known and has been described 
under several names—Fumayo, Antennariu. 
etc. 
It ia found upon the upper surface of 
the leaves, the twigs, and fruit, aud ordi­ 
narily appears like a stratum of soot, some­ 
w hat felted by extraneous m atter. 
W hen 
in fruit, however, its appearance is some­ 
w hat different. 
Standing up all over its 
surface may be sem a great num ber of 
irregularly awl-shaped bodies, which open 
by ragged fissures at the apex and throw 
out great quantities of sports. 
The spore- 
eases are irom one-four:li t j one-half a line 
iu hijjht, and so may readily be seen by the 
naked eye. 
This iuugus is au epiphyte— 
th at is, it lives upon the leaf w ithout draw ­ 
ing any porti n of its sustenance from it, 
and does but lit i le harm beyond depriving 
it of some portion of light and air, and ren­ 
dering the fruit unsightly. 
The real cul­ 
prit in this case is a coccus, the “ scale,” 
as it is usually called, and this sooty fun­ 
gus advertises a t n e a t distance the pres­ 
ence of its more hateful ally. 
I t is often 
difficult to convince gardeners th at it is not 
the excretion of the seal >, but the real re- 
1 ition between them is th at the insect ex­ 
udes a sweet secretion which, dropping on 
the 1 aves below, furnishes a.suitable nidus 
for the grow th of tho fungus, which is 
never found unaccompanied by coccus or 
aphis, and wil , oí course, (li-appear on the 
destruction of its inssut friend. 
Many 
species of Capnodiurn exist w ithin the bor­ 
ders of the Stats, prom inent among them 
beiug C. pint, wtiich infeets the pices 
of our pi^k ; U. salicinnm, i f the wil­ 
low ; C. pom arum , which 
abounds 
ou 
hetercmeles : C. Innoxum, of the tig, etc. 
Ali of thorn having the same history as C. 
citri, etc., depending on the pretence of 
sim ilar insects. 


A F P L E L E A F F U N G I 'S 
This fungus is the cause 
- n -i’ 
loss 11 the spple-growers in r e E l- n*n 
States, but has not, to my know ;-.ug . yet 
appeared in this, although im.., >o e re­ 
ports which have reacned me it m »y . ave 
done so. 
It makes its first op 
aracee as 
a yellow spot on the leaf, v. h.ca in a shcrt 
tim e develops a num ber of little }e!low 
tubes tilled with orange-colored spores. As 
a rule nearly all the leaves of a tree bemg 
sim ultaneously attacked, and their vitality 
being destroyed, they turn yellow and fall, 
leaving the im m ature fruit (usually about 
half-grown) upon the trees, to linger for a 
time and stiaio their fate. 
The Eastern 
mpcologists, Farlow, IVck, Ellis and oth­ 
ers, consider this to be merely a state of 
another fungus which abounds upon the 
so-called “ cedar apples” which are found 
on the red cedar. 
Should t .is theory 
prove correct we tray escape the visitation, 
unless some other plaut oí our locality may 
serve as a host, which is quite probable, as 
I have found it upon our w hite cedar iu 
the Sierras. 
THE ROSE BLIGHT. 
The white mildew of the rose is an 
Oidium, and is now known to be only the 
early stage of 
the fungus Sp/uerotheca 
Pannosa. 
It is familiar to everyone, and 
if it were confined to the rose would be en­ 
tirely out of our scope, but it is very read­ 
ily propagated to others of the Rosaci ie. 
especially aflectmg the app'e and peach, to 
both of which it does considerable damage. 
In its m ature stage it forms a felted grayish 
mass encircling tho twigs, and having im­ 
bedded w ithin it the tniim : ■ globular re­ 
ceptacles, each receptacle I. 
inguueascns 
containing eight spores. 
Sulphur is used 
with some su cess in the early stages of 
this and al led spec es, and a W:»e precau­ 
tion would be to destroy nil tores which 
are subject to mildew growing near or­ 
chards. 
Roars vary very nreatly in their 
liability to attack, ami a 1 ■ tie care will 
prevent much harm. 
Toe fungus ki own 
as Fuaclwlinm Dendriticum a,.pea's as an 
irreg tlirly radiating brown sp it on the 
leaves of the pear, medlar, apple and toyon, 
or Christmas berry (ivhich is a n e a r rela­ 
tion to tho apple). 
I t occasionally d e­ 
prives the trees of more leaves than can be 
very well spared, but causes no very great 
injury. 
THE CURLED LEAF. 
More has been said and w ritten about 
this fungus (Aseomycfs deformans) than of 
alm cst any other, and yet it is very imper­ 
fectly understood. 
It appeared in this 
-State almost as soon as peaches were 
planted. 
I observed it tiist in 1S55. 
Ev­ 
ery cun ¡3 familiar with its uppearance, and 
it is almost unnecessary to describe it. The 
fungus consists of a stratum of closed 
tubes, closely packed sido by side, and 
standing erect ou oue or both turfac a of 
the leaf. 
These tubes are asci, and each of 
them contains tig h t spore». 
As a square 
inch of the leaf eurfnee contains some hun­ 
dreds of thousands of thtee aaci, its great 
fecundity may readily be appreciated. Re- 
fore the curl has reached m aturity it íb of 
a pinkish-gray color, and tomewhat vel­ 
vet} ; the excessive growth of mycelium 
swells the leaf into a misshapen mass, the 
veins being firmer do not yield ;o readily, 
and the leaf is draw n into folds and 
pouches. 
As the fungus m atures the 
sports are discharged liy the burs.ing of 
the asci. 
These oft n accumulate as a 
white powder in pouches and convolutions 
of the leaf. 


THE REMEDY FOR IT. 
The only remedy ever yet suggested for 
this disease is the removal of the affected 1 
leaves. 
I t could probably be exterm inated 
in this wav, »s m ustard is by the wheat 
farmer. 
U nfortunately, the labor involved 
in such an uudertakm g renders it ont of 
the question in ordinary cases. 
Let it be 
remembered th at it is almost U8*l -ss to re­ 
move any fungus which has m atured its 
spores. 
Certain varieties of 
the peach 
show much more resistance than others, 
though this resistance proba ly varies un­ 
der clim atic conditions, aud more or lesa 
with the age of the tree, 


APRICOT FUNGUS— (PHYLLOSTICTA CIRCUM- 
SCISSA). 
During the past season complaint has 
been made e( a new disease, which has ap­ 
peared among the apricots and caused much 
injury. 
The first specimens were sent to 
me by Professor Dwinelle. and were desti­ 
tute of fru it; but on visiting the orchard 
of Daniel Bidwell, in June, I succeeded in 
obtaining the fungus in fruit, and so was 
enabled to determ ine its character. 
It ap­ 
pears upon the leaves as irregularly round­ 
ed sputa of a dark browu color, varying 
greatly in siza. 
The spores are developed 
beneath the cuticle in black specks scat- 
tire d over both surfaces of the spot, and 
on arriving at m aturity ruptura tie ir cov­ 
ering and arc borne away by the air. 
The 


mycelium penetrates through the cells of 
the leaf w ith great rapidity, sapping and 
exhausting them . 
The contracted cells 
separate from the healthy parenchyma, and 
fall to the ground, leaving the leaf per­ 
forated by holes, from which it has received 
in A ustralia the name of " Shot-hole fun­ 
gus.” Reports reach us from th at placeof the 
injury done to their apricots hy it, but so 
far no remedy bas been suggested. 
I have 
observed the same fungus upon the cherry, 
but no reports of injury to this tree have 
been received. 
Among the apricots, how­ 
ever, it appears to be working great m is­ 
chief ; appearing, as it does, when the 
fruit is im m ature, it so far injures the 
leaves as to arrest its development and 
have it quite wottbless. 


PRUNE RUST (UROMYCES TRUNORUM). 
This fuogus is found upon the leaves of 
the plum, and was first brought to m y no­ 
tice (in this State) by Dr. Chapia, who in­ 
forms me th at he has collected it this au­ 
tum n in Sant» Barbara and again at H ay­ 
wards. 
Ic makes its appearance as a rusty, 
brownish spot on the umier surface of the 
leavrs. 
The spores are oblong, smallest at 
the base, grow in clusters, with a stem 
longer n a n the spore, and, when examined 
w ith a microscope, bear a strong resem­ 
blance to sheaves of wheat. 
A variety of 
this fungus [rar. AmyrpJal.r) was found by 
me in Septem ber, six years ago, growing 
ia theorchard of Mr. Reed, iu Yolo county, 
on peach leaves, but neither variety seems 
as yet to have done much harm ; hut should 
it make its appearance earlier in the season 
would doubtless injure, mere or less, the 
value of the fruit. 
I have attem pted to

netized rods and tubas to saturation, and 
saw th at tho magnetism of the tube gave 
an excess of more than 50 per cent.

waiting for six m onths he subjected the 
same m agnets to new teats in order to dis­ 
cover wnic'n retained tho magnetism best. 
He found th at the magnetism cf the solid 
was to th at of the hollow magnets in one 
case as 1:2.5, aud in another as 1:2 9.” 
Dr. F.-v! zitu finds th at the tooth most 
often affeced by decay is the third molar, 
such eases form ing one-half of the total 
number. 
T re tee-h begin to decay in a 
certain successive order, the lower third 
tnolar brin^ !».-«*- attacked, then tho upper, 
then the liw er 
fourth molar, and so 
on, 
the 
incissors 
and 
the 
canine 
teeth of the lower jaw being the iast 
reached. 
The upper teeth are more dur­ 
able than the lower, in the proportion of 
three to two. The right teeth show greater 
vitality than the left. 
The durability of 
teeth is less in light perscna than in dark, 
and less in tall than in short persons. 
These results were obtained from an exam­ 
ination of 050 Russian soldiers, of whom 
25S had unsound teeth. 


MODERN 
THEATRICAL SCENERY. 


In some of these richly mounted drama3 
the stage seems choked with figures, furni­ 
ture, 
dressings, projecting 
scenes 
and 
frames, with the result th at the leading 
characters have an undistinguished air, 
and are confused with the background. 
W ords and speeches, like those of Shakes- 
pearc, are delivered with infinitely more 
effect when tie stage is less incumbered, 
for tin re is less to distract tne attention. 
Modern scenery is now constructed on the 
“ bailfing-up ” principle. 
G reat houses 
and other buildings, streets, etc., are all 
constructed in their actual form, and 
drawn on the stage by numbers of men ; 
and, as one scene does for au act, there is 
sufficient time to rear these edifices. 
The 
“ c lo th ” is but rarely used, perhaps be­ 
cause it looks poor aud ridiculous in com- 
puny w ith so much solid m atter. 
B ut is 
not this “ buildiog-up ” system really op­ 
posed to the illusion of the stage? 
Tne 
stage is but a small area, under the most 
favorable conditions, reaching to some 
forty or fifty feet in w idth by, say, a hun­ 
dred feet <n length. 
In this contracted 
space the scene-bnildei proposes to exhibit 
a 
inarket-place, 
for 
instance, 
in 
an 
Italian ci y. 
Houses, 
fountain, flights 
oí ttu rs . streets—a'd are brought together 
in one view. 
In real life only a fragment 
of these things cculd be seen at once from 
the same point. 
I ’ossibly it may be said 
th at at the distance at which the spectator 
is seated, tee eye would take in all the ob­ 
jects named. 
But then they would be far 
smaller acd more iudi3tinct, according to 
the rules of perspective. The living figures 
would supply the scale of proportion. 
As 
it is, the arrangem ent is all at fault. 
For 
these “ built-up” structures are on a minia­ 
ture scale, the tallest house being only 
some four or five tim es the hight of the 
performer. 
I t is like the apparition of a 
human face in a puppet show. 
It may, 
perhaps, be urged th at we see something of 
*he effect of this relief in alto relievos on 
toe Bides of monuments, where a scene w ith 
bouses and figures, raised a few incheB, 
produces an effect. 
But here the perspec­ 
tive is sim ulated, the buildmgs, etc., are 
sloped at various angles. 
They are actu­ 
ally on the plane, or a flat, whereas the 
theatrical relief recedes, as in reality. The 
whole is, in short, au attem pt to combine 
the conditions of reality with the condi­ 
tions of illusion.— [The National Rsview.

Jericho Koses. 
A t the Centennial Exposition, not fsr 
from the T urkish cafe, where Oriental 
waiters served customers with very tolera­ 
ble coffee and very long pipes, there w as a 
stand owned and kept by a T urk frotn Con­ 
stantinople, whose stock-in-trade consisted 
principally of rosaries cut in olive wood, 
and little heaps of w hat looked like dried 
herb9. 
These la tte r were object t cf much 
speculation to American visito rs; bu t 1 
recognized them at or.ee. having often seen 
them before, n o tiu the Holy Land, whence 
they come, but in the streets and squares 
oi Munich and other German cities, where 
they arc always to be bought at the kir- 
inesse, or fair, which is held a short time 
before Christmas. 
As in I’hiladelphia, the 
m erchant who had them for sale was 
always an O riental. 
In Munich, he was a 
Jew from Sm yrna, w ith a venerable white 
bdard, and I well remember his piping cry, 
“ Jericho Rosen!” and the curiosity with 
wiiich I first looked upon tuo seemingly 
withered and worthless twigs he called by 
th at name, aud which had not the slightest 
resemblance to roses or, iu fact, to any 
flower whatever. 
Nevertheless, the Jew used to find many 
customers, of whom I was o n e; but it was 
not until a Germ an friend had explained 
w hat the queer thing was th at I knew 
w hat to do w ith it, or w hether it was not, 
perhaps, intended ty be eaten. 
The gray, 
shriveled, apparently dead plant, the size 
of a child’s hand, possesses a singular and 
interesting characteristic, which has given 
rise to the belief (some would call it super­ 
stition), very general among the people of 
Southern Europe, that, when placed in a 
vessel of w ater on the night before Easter 
or on tie holy eve of Christm as, the w ith­ 
ered stems wi l, if good fortune awaits the 
household during t ie year, revive, expand 
their teudrils, aud change to a fresher hue 
before morning. 
A fter hearing this account of the plant, 
I carried one home on a certain evening, 
when on my table a little Christm as-tree 
stood, w inking its waxen tapers through a 
netw ork of silver tissue, its green boughs 
weighed down w ith incongruous fru it— 
rosy-cheeked apples, oranges, gilded wal­ 
nuts and glass b .l s. 
U nden e .th it, in a 
class of water, I p at the “ rose,” and went 
to bed. 
My first thouaht tiie next morning was 
to see w hat had happened. 
The stvty told 
of it waB substantiated, and the rose had 
really bloomed, if by “ bloom ing” one 
understands only au entire change of form 
and increase of size. 
The same thing 
happened again at Easier ; but I am bouud 
to state 
tlso, 
th at it h.19 
happened 
frequently on other 
evenings as well, 
which takes aw ay a little of the poetry of 
the story, and has made me doubt whether, 
after all, its blooming is a sign of any 
especial good fortune. 
Y et I hope it may 
be ; for when I brought it home, the speci­ 
men 1 still possess looked like a compact 
and tangled knot of twigs, while, placed ia 
a glass of water, it spread, w ithin twenty- 
four hours, ¡oto a branching and not un­ 
graceful piant, several times its original 
size. 
N aturalists call the plant by a very hard 
name : 
A nastatica 
hierochnntlne. 
The 
leaves fall off from the plant after the 
flowering, and the branches and branchleta 
become dry, hard, and woody, rising u p ­ 
ward and bending inw ard at their points : 
hence, they become contracted into a glob­ 
ular form, in which state the plant is car­ 
ried off the sand by the wind, and blown 
from the desert places where it had its 
birth into the sea. 
Here, floating on the 
water, the branches gradually expand and 
the peds open and let out the 6eeds, which 
are in turn throw n back again upon the 
shore by the tides, to germinate and grow. 
The home of the queer “ rose” is ainid 
the arid wastes of Egypt, near Cairo, and 
those of Palestine and Barbary. 
It flour 
ishes on the roofs of houses and on rubbish 
in Syria, and on the sandy coasts of the 
Red Sea. 
The plant long retains the power of ex­ 
pansion when immersed in w ater—‘.he cir­ 
cumstance iu which originated the many 
wonderful stories t 11 of its miraculous iu 
fluence. 
It is called K a f M aryam, or 
“ M ary’s flower,” in Palestine, where it is 
believed th at it bloomed at the tim e the 
Savior was born. 
According to another 
legend, it spruDg up in the plices where 
the Virgin M ary rested on her flight into 
Egypt, 
I t wbb probably first brought by 
the crusaders to Europe, where it is still 
named the “ Holy Rose ” by those who be­ 
lieve the fable < f its blossoming only on 
the great festivals. 
W hether one believes the falde or not, 
the plant is of itself a wonderful one, and 
all of its names are pretty. 
W nen it can 
be procured, it makes a fitting accessory to 
a Christm as-tree, for the reason th at it 
grew in the far country where our L ird 
was bom , and its strange reviving is a 
typo of his im m ortality and resurrection, 
from which, indeed, it derives the generic 
name—LI nasfasii being the Greek word for 
resurrection.—[John R. Tail, in St. Ni-ch- 
olas. 


W 
h a t B a c t e r ia A r k . — Dr. Rallin 11 
Grigg, of Buffalo, N. Y ., after a series of 
experiments to ascertain the nature and 
characteristics of bacteria, bacilli and other 
creatures, whose existence is relied on by 
advocates of the “ germs theory of dis­ 
ease,” as opposed to the dicease theory of 
germ», has given th s following as results 
aud their explanation : By boiling a quan­ 
tity of htalth y blood he obtained all the 
forms of bacteria. 
Then w ith some pure 
fibrine, obtained from a washed clot of 
blood, and boiling it, proving it was the 
threads of ir'rin e broken np into pieces and 
granules th at gave the bacteria, the same re­ 
sults were obtained. 
N ext some blood 
was obtained and rotted under warmth, 
and closely watched for two months : and 
here ai,ain all the forms were obtained 'h a t 
the fresh !• filed blood gave. 
From there 
experiments Dr. Grigg concludes th at all 
the bacteria of disease are forma of fibrine ; 
and, for the general good requests all in­ 
vest gators to repeat the experimental 
w irk aud report to the public the results 
of such investigations.

France aud Germany could stand a heavy 
shave of exports, and in return cripple us 
by further exclusions. 
B ut f r all this we 
are satisfied th at the retaliatory policy 
would be wise. 
It w oo!1 bring about 
diplomatic c >nsnlration, anil lead to an ad­ 
justm ent of the wholt. n u tte r on a proper 
basis, or e'se the establishm ent of new

regulations

Some doubts have u te n expressed as to

to canned and other meats in scaled cars. 
We have examined the last Consular re­ 
ports on the subject, and lind th at Consul 
Mason of 
B.sie, Switz rland, fully con­ 
firms the rep ■ t that the transit of Ameri­ 
can hog products through tlie German 
Umpire is forbidden. 
A copy of the oih. 
cial order is annexed to the report in con­ 
firmation of the charge. 
Mr. .Mason says 
th at the announcement of the proposed in' 
veatigatiou by our State D epartm ent upon 
all the conditions of hog raising in thia 
country, and the preparation of the vari­ 
ous forms of pork for exp. ri, uas invested 
the vexed q a stion of m eat e x e r ts with 


n ew and extraordinary interest in Europe. 
The true reason for the exclusion of our 
goods is a scitisn one. 
Tne pretended 
horror of trie ¡¡¡o is m enly a diplomatic 
Biiani to mss» the real economic motive. 
Tne result is to raise the retail pric-j to 
consumers of an article of food, force the 
people to use an inferí r grade of goods, 
and lim it the outgo of money to the United 
States. 
As Mr. Mason correctly says, it 
would he more manly and in the interests 
of honesty if the German statesm en would 


fr a n k ly adm it th at American m eats being 
cheaper a n d equally as good as the European 
product, they icel oblige.! to lay an impost 
d uty upon foreign goods in order to pro­ 
tect the home producer. 
But this they 
¿a 
net do, because it would ba equiva-

< a d m it dug th a t a tax is laid on the 
f, 
f the people to promote the business 
c 
¡w producers, ar.d eucli a confession 
» 
raise a clamor th at even the German 


politician would fear. 
Hence the decep­ 
tive th e o ry of diseased meats an d the false 


p re te n se of c o n c e rn m e n t for the health of 


the pen ole. 


This state of affairs may have some let- 
sons of value to us. 
I t is possible th at 
some may read an essay on protection in 
the fact th at many laboring men of Europe 
are made to pay from 15 to 20 centimes more 
per pound for meat than if American pork 
were adm itted freely. 
In Sw itzerland a 
very different policy prevails, and A m eri­ 
can meats, lards, etc., are so li on their 
merits, and as a result are preferred goods. 
Mr. Mason declares th at the name “ Am er­ 
ican,” as applied to these provisions, is 
their highest recommendation. 
Tho whole subject dispassionately con­ 
sidered appears of very much greater im ­ 
portance than .ti meie effect upon the 
trade in hog producís. 
The total failure of 
tn at commerce w ith Europe would not 
cause a panic in the U nited States ; but 
the principle involved, and the possibili­ 
ties to which the exclusion policy under 
mask may lead, make th e question one for 
grave consideration. 
A precedent is about 
to be established, a policy declared, and it 
is essential we should move in the right 
direction, and one in which we can con­ 
tinue. 
Thus far retaliation appears to be 
and we believe is tiie proper tem porary 
policy necessary to the establishm ent of 
international regulations for the exclusion 
of really dangerous articles of food. 


SHALL WE AID THE SCHOOLS AT THE 
SDOTH? 


Judge Tourgee abates nothing of his de­ 
mand for Federal appropriation in aid of 
common school systems at the South, and 
he is receiving a large measure of support. 
W e have already fully stated his case. 
In 
brief it may be summed up in these w ords: 
“ Having freed four millions of people held 
in bondage, it is a duty the Governm ent 
should uot avoid to lit them by education 
to enjoy the fruits of liberty. 
The appro­ 
priation is justifiable, because the Gov­ 
ernm ent may do any act of this character 
to fit men for good citizenship, since the 
first and chief aim of the Governm ent is 
to foster good citizenship. 
A prerequisite 
to this qualification is knowledge sufficient 
to enable the voter to cast his ballot in tel­ 
ligently and guard himself against imposi­ 
tion a t the polls. 
Federal aid to educa­ 
tional systems, therefore, is action directly 
in the interest of the permanency, pros­ 
perity and unity of the republic, and is d e­ 
fensive against ignorance, fraud and a sub 
version of the elective franchise. 
I t is, 
theieforc, com petent fur the Federal Gov­ 
ernm ent to use the general funds to pro­ 
mote the one and counteract the other as a 
m atter of self-protection and in order to 
preserve the integrity of th e ballot and 
elevate the standard cf ciciz-.nship among 
the freedm eu.” 
W e have not believed th at the G overn­ 
m ent has the right to use the general 
funds to aid any State in fustering a com­ 
mon eobooi system. 
If Congress has the 
right to give SI, there is no lim it to its 
exercise of th at right by enlargem ent until 
the entire contents of the U nited States 
treasury and all the Federal income may 
be voted away for purposes foreign to the 
scheme of toe republic. 
F or we m ain­ 
tain th at the public scbocl system is to be 
m aintained, if at all, by the sovereign 
States, and the Federal Governm ent has 
nothing to do w ith it further than in an 
advisory capacity. 
Tne giving of public 
lauds in the States for educational purposes 
ia a very diff rent m atter, and no parallel 
to the proposed donation of money from 
the common fund. 
But perhaps the w eightiest reason to be 
advanced against Judge Tourgee’n plan is 
the fact th at such assistance will be abso­ 
lute detrim ent to the States aided, since 
hy relieving them of a d u ty incum bent 
upon them it will reduce their capacity and 
disposition to discharge the duty here- 


i after. 
I t may be laid down as a rule th a t 
to teach a -S ate to lean upon the General 
Governm ent .n m atters to which it should 
be equal, Í3 to do it most serious harm. 
Our Democratic friends m ight well ad­ 
vance against the proposition, too, their 
favorite argum ent concerning tiie dangers 
of c-.-atralization and the menace of Fed­ 
eral eucroaclunent upon the prerogatives of 
sovereign States. 
But, aside from these consideration», it 
,s cot clear th at there is inability on the 
part of the South to educate tn e fre e d 
men. 
llev. A. D. Mayo, who is very fa­ 
miliar with the subject, w rites recently to 
au Eastern paper to say th at t ie peopie of 
the South are awake to the n e c e ssity of 
broadening the common school B ystem , al­ 
though he draws a sad picture of the 
necessity for sp eed y reform. 
The Louisv.Fe Courier-Journal, though 
a Southern paper,will hardly be challenged 
as to its sincerity when it declares th at the 
South is neither indolent nor indifferent on 
this Eubjeet, nor has she exhausted her re­ 
sources. 
She is fully alive to the evils of 
illiteracy, and is aroused to t'ie duty of 
removing them . 
“ The rehabilitation of 
the South,” says the contem porary referred 
to, “ did not begin until ISTfi. 
All tn at 
has been done has been dune since that 
time. 
We object to the assum ption of 
pauperism ; it is not consistent w ith tho 
actual condition of affairs. 
The Southern 
'-tates have suffered, and m ost grievously, 
but the worst is passed and a new era of 
prosperity and of power which comes w ith 
prosperity has already dawned. 
W hat has 
been done for education is only the begin­ 
ning, is only the promise. 
W hat we need 
is greater self-confidence, greater self-reli­ 
ance. 
Tnis work of regeneration canuot 
lie done from w ithout ; it m ust begin, con­ 
tinue and eud w ithin us, among our own 
people.” 
This latter sentence put» the whole m at­ 
ter in a nutshell, and is a complete auswer 
to the bill of Mr. W illis, which is an Act 
to further the plan originated by Judge 
Tourgee. 
It proposes to treat tiie public 
schools as btneticiaries of the Federal Guv. 
em m ent, 
and r»i»e money by taxation 
hereafter to support them . 
This we be­ 
lieve to be wrong in principle, dangerous 
as a precedent, aud so far-reachiug in its 
< fleet as to involve the stability of the I 5,\ - 
ernm ent itself, as we tb ln k may be easily 
dem onstrated by reference to our past his­ 
tory and the scheme uf the compact th at 
makes this indissoluble union uf sovereign 
States a nation. 


HOUND FORMATIONS 
IN 
CALIFORNIA, 


t ie theory of Dr. George W . Barnes, of 
San Diego. 
In 1879, the doctor concluded long and 
careful observations of the hillocks, and sub­ 
m itted his views to a local society of n atu ­ 
ral history. 
In the same year they were 
reproduced by the American Naturalist. 
Recently a demand for the paper has ju sti' 
tied its republication. 
I t is now quite gen­ 
erally accepted by scientists as the true 
theory of the cause of the hillocks, and 
dissipates all the notions of sea action, In ­ 
dian building, etc. 
Accoiding to Dr. Barnes, these protuber­ 
ances on our great plains were caused by 
vegetable growth, but several agencies were 
concerned. 
Each knoll marks the spot, he 
holds, where formerly grew a shrub or clus­ 
ter of plaute, either the Ithua laurina, the 
Simmondsia CaliJ'urnica, or the Isoumeris 
arbórea. 
The first was the most frequent. 
It formed a dense mass lying close to the 
ground, w ith many branches setting out 
from the earth level and throw ing into the 
ground beds of massive roots. 
The dis­ 
tribution of the groups of this plant bears 
a striking resemblance to the disposition of 
the mounds on the plains. 
The shrubs 
arrested dust moved by the winds, and the 
fallen leives added to the accumulation 
th at finally nearly covered the plant, and 
thus the knolls grew in bight. 
In exceptional cases the gopher was an 
adjunct of the wind in heaping up m ate­ 
rial. 
The plant sheltered the sum m it of 
loose earth and vegetable m atter caught by 
it prevented the action of the rains, the 
intricate system of roots equally protected 
the outlying base of the gathering kDoll 
from wash, while betw een the hillocks the 
natural erosion w ent on unobstructed. 
Thus, he believes, the knolls grew and the 
depressions increased. 
Finally the plai,ta 
were sm othered to death hy accumulations, 
or they were sw ept by fires. 
Left unpro­ 
tected the rains and winds beat down the 
sum m it considerably, and thus the base is 
broadened by the waBh, and all the while 
the hollows are being deepened by erosion. 
It is strongly confirm atory of the doc­ 
tor’s theory th a t he has frequently ex­ 
cavated the m atted roots from the later 
mounds, although no trace of them isfuund 
in the older ones. 
So, too, his argum ent 
finds justification by recalling the attention 
to the active agency of the w ind in form ­ 
ing hillocks, as seen in the sand dunes of 
Scotland. 
W e have noticed the like cause 
and effect upon the sandy stretches of shore 
along Lake Michigan, especially near its 
southern extrem ity. 
I t was hardly neces­ 
sary to remind us th at shrubbery and tim ­ 
ber everyw here impedes the drainage of 
w ater from rainfall. 
The groups of shrubs 
acting in this way served to diffuae the 
w ater th at would otherw ise be concen­ 
trated into gulleys. 
As a m inor agency 
the doctor credits burrowing anim als with 
contributing to the hillocks by 
earth 
throw n out from their excavations th at 
afterw ard. 
A final suggestion ho credits 
to a friend, th at the wind probably played 
a part in excavating between the shrubs of 
which the mounds are a sequence. 
This theory for accounting for one of the 
m arked peculiarities of much of the plain 
surface of California has been before the 
scientific world so long w ithout being over­ 
throw n, has m et w ith such approvsl from 
authorities of weight, and is so in accord 
with the reasonable, th at it may now be 
accepted as explaining the true cause for 
the hillocks, concerning which there has 
been so much speculation. 


ScCRAMENTC’S PROTECTION FROM FIRE. 


The small mounds rising from one to 
four feet, and being from ten to fifty feet 
in wi ith, and betw een w hich the depres­ 
sions sre 
b o rem arkably regular in con­ 
cavity and regularity of occurrence, have 
attracted much attention in California, 
where 
great 
plains 
are 
often 
char­ 
acteristically marked by them . 
They are 
generally so cluse together and so num er­ 
ous, th at when viewed at an acate angle 
the plain appears as if regularly and arti­ 
ficially corrugated. 
The origin of these 
hillocks has been the 
them e of 
much 
speculation, ranging from tiie wash of long 
since receded seaa, to Indian purposeful- 
ne»s. 
But nothing has been advanced to ac­ 
count for these formations th at has to 
much cf reasonableness to support it, as 


The question is under debate th a t econ­ 
omy may be conserved in the m atter of 
m aintaining a fire departm ent for Sacra­ 
mento by substituting for a portion of the 
preseut force—-or at least for tho proposed 
third compauy far the eastern end of the 
city—hose reels, to be located at various 
point», w ith perhaps an increase of the 
num ber of hydrants, and by trusting to 
the pressure from the W ater W orks m a­ 
chinery. 
This may perhaps he done, pro­ 
filed all the Cunditions favor it. 
In the 
first place there should be a te3t. 
B ut no 
test will he considered fair, nor should be 
accepted, except it :s a maximum test. 
T nat is to say, it should lit such a test as 
the m achinery and the mains and their 
branches may possibly be called upon to 
endure in the case of tw o or three fire sig­ 
nals comiug in from different and distant 
points at about the same tim e. 
For instance, suppose a lire to break out 
in the lum ber yards on Front street, on 
the west border of tfie city, and while the 
departm ent is at work there another sig­ 
nal to he telegraphed from the Railroad 
Hospital, on the north side, and about the 
same tim e another from the State Frinting 
Office, in the center of the city. 
Now if 
the W ater W orks pumps and the street 
pipes are able to furnish sufficient pressure 
for the three points at the same tim e and 
to enable hosemen to reach all points of the 
supposed tires, the test may bo taken a3 ad­ 
equate pro<J of sufficiency under all condi­ 
tions. 
It m ust be borne iu m ind th at this is 
not tho first tim e this m atter has been up 
for discussion. 
In 1873 the test made with 
the four Holly pumps was not deemed so 
satisfactory as to w arrant the abandonm ent 
of lire engines ; on the contrary, the city 
subsequently purchased a third engine as a 
reserve to meet precisely the emergency of 
two fires happening at the same time. 
Again, in addition to this precaution, the 
city subsequently, at heavy expense, had 
constructed a very powerful pump, named 
after its inventor and builder, M aster Me­ 
chanic A. .1. Stevens, and located it in the 
pit beside the Holly pumps. 
Thri was 
intended to supply the fire pressure. 
But 


bo powerful is this pum p th a t its full ca­ 
pacity can be brought into service only at 
the risk of bursting the old mains laid be­ 
fore the present system was adopted, and of 
breaking very many of the house service 
pipes. 
A chief consideration, therefore, to be 
kept iu mind, is the strength of all pipes 
under a fire pressure sufficient to supply— 
say, nine or ten stream s at tho same time 
in different parts of the city. 
Now, if the 
proposed test fairly puts to test all these 
things, i* will w arrant the substitution of 
hose reels, w ith perhaps two or three men 
to each for the east end of the city and the 
retiring from service of all the engines ex­ 
cept one, for at least one full company, it 
will be conceded, m ast bs m aintained. 
It 
will be no economy to reduce taxation by 
n airowing expenditures for fire companies, 
if householders are taxed a heavier rate for 
insurance because of increase of risk. 
The people of Sacramento have no confi­ 
dence in the old Holly pumps in use here 
for extraordinary or lire service ; they may 
be brought to reposa confidence in tho 
adequacy of the Stevens pum p and the 
Holly together for all purposes, provided 
the pipe service is proved to be equal to the 
pressure and the demand. 
It is true that 
the steam ers can draw no more w ater than 
the w ater v orks pumps supply, and they 
can supply the three engines and probably 
as many more, but the Btream from a 
steam er is much more serviceable for sev­ 
eral reasons than from a hydrant. 
In the 


light of the facts and the tests made, we 
cannot but express our surprise at the 
statem ent of our evening contem porary 
th at the works have always proved “ equal 
1 1 tl • emergency, and are capable o ’ throw , 
ing six good stream s over almost any build­ 
ing in the city if properly handled.” How. 
ever, all these questions can be settled by a 
test, 
b u t any test made should be w ith 
all gates open as for dom estic service, and 
as a maximum test, precisely as a boiler in­ 
spected, when it is subm itted to a far greater 
strain than its ordinary Bervice requires. 
U nder such a test the boiler is pronounced 
safe by the inspectors, but never when its 
resistance only comes up to the usual de­ 
mands made upon it. 
W e assume th at no one will advocate the 
displacem ent of the “ extra ” men ; w hat­ 
ever system we have, they and the truck 
men cannot be ignored. 
The economy 
proposed will therefore be the abandon­ 
m ent of one of the present steam er com­ 
panies, and the noa-necessity of establish­ 
ing a third company in the east end. 
If 
the proposed new system then is eet up, it 
m ust be only after thorough demonstra* 
tion of its feasibility; until then the fire 
departm ent mu3t not be disturbed. 
W e 
cannot afford to indulge in mere experi­ 
ments. 
Moreover, w hatever is done must 
be done as a business measure purely. 
\\ hoever bring3 political 
influences or 
questions into the consideration should be 
so em phatically “ sat down upon ” th at he 
will never be heard from again. 
More and 
more clearly the people are realizing th at 
municipal affairs should he conducted on a 
business basis, and th at political questions 
have nothing w hatever to do w ith them . 


THE PRINCIPLE OF EXCHANGE. 


R elative superiority at different points 
is the only reason in the world why trad ­ 
ing parties ever exchange products. 
Now 
because we can make better wagons, fur- 
uiture and sewing machines than Mexico, 
and she can send us sisal, logwood, indigo, 
etc., to better advantage than we can oth­ 
erwise secure it, we proposed to exchange ; 
th at is, to give our superior products for 
her superior products. Now, can good rea­ 
son he shown why this should uot have been 
done? 
If Mexico made equally as good 
wagons and furniture a3 the U nited States, 
there would exist no m otive for an ex­ 
change, nor cauld there be any exchange 
at all between us as to such goods. 
E x­ 
change, then, is for m utual gain ; it can 
be for nothing else. 
B ut we were told th at 
Mexico proposed to adm it other countries 
to like privileges w ith ourselves. 
A dm it 
it, w hat then? 
I t is the argum ent of the 
hog, 3ud does not rise above the level of 
the trough. The whole trouble in all this re­ 
ciprocity business vas, th at the people per 
ceived free exchange to be a good thing for 
th em ; but those who live upon their neces­ 
sities also perceived th at it would not he a 
good thing for their business, for it put in 


a wedge th at promised to open w ider and 
wider the exclusive policy until finally it 
would have been rent in tw ain, and the tax 
on the consumer for the producer's benefit 
be no longer tolerable. 
The Senate ha», 
however, rejected the treaty ; but the prin­ 
ciples we have stated remain. 
W e believe 
the rejection to be a serious blow to the 
trade opportunities of California. 


The Continental declares it is every day becomini» 
more iliiiicult to determine where bad English be­ 
gins and j-ood American ends. 
For instance, its in­ 
nermost soul has been “ w orrited” by the question 
whether it should admit the word “ humanitarian " 
—used in the sense of humane or sympathetic—to 
pats into a sentence of its print, for it says, “ Ail the 
dictionaries are against it, hut tiie word is often 
used with tiiat meaning. 
True, and it is properly 
so UEed ; hut It is not true that aii tiie dictionaries 
are against it. 
Webster was, but r.s good usage 
makes the lexicographic law, the later editions give 
the broader sod now customary meaning. But if 
tiie Continental relishes real “ worry,” will it please 
plu-.ge into the depths of perplexity and drag 
forth, if it can, a reason that is worth incorporating 
into English, for teaching the school children of this 
day t prour.unce squalor with the long sound of a, 
as in ale, when the mas9 of tiie world give it the 
brief sound, as in arm, precisely as tiicy do in the 
word squalid, and as the lexicographers approve in 
the ease of that word. - We understand the usual 
explanation given, but is it sufficient or reasonable'!

The H ill-Sitaron D ivorce Case 
San F rancisco, January 18:h.—The tak­ 
ing of depoaitioDs in the Hill-Sbaron divorea 
c*se wj*9 resumed to-day. 
Charles D. Cuah- 
man, who has been employed for many years 
by Sharon as cashier and accountant, was 
examined. W itness produced a number oflet- 
lera and papers, and identified Sharon’s sig­ 
nature thereto. 
One of them wad an order 
for furniture, to be delivered to Miss Hill and 
charged to Sharcn. 
The object of the ex­ 
amination of this witness is to qualify him as 
an expert to testify concerning Sharon’s sig­ 
nature and handwriting in his letters to 
plaintiff. 
A letter w a s introduced signed bv Sharon, 
and addressed to “ My Dear W ife,” under 
date of Msy, 1881, alluding to her extrava­ 
gance. 
Witness testified that he could iden­ 
tify the letters '* naroa,” hut the letter ‘‘S ” 
was unusual.

Complaints A gainst the San 
Francisco 
and fo rth Pacific—Etc. 
San Francisco, January 1 sth.—A meet­ 
ing uf the Railroad Commissioners was held 
Vo-day ; Commissioner Carpenter alnent . 
A 
.amnions had been iseusd to the San Fran­ 
cisco and Nurth 1’ cifie Railroad Company 
to appear au i show cause why-’iU rates for 
freight and fr.res th .ula not be reduced, aud 
the following r-.sideuts of Son iua county 
cauie (’own to give their fide of the ques:i >n : 
Frum Santa Rosa—B. GoldLLi, S. 1\ Coul­ 
ter, Master of the State Grange ; 1'. J. Geary, 
District Attorney. From Healdsbiuc—Jur.as 
Bloom, Cashier of H ealisbuig Bank ; John 
A. Paxtop, W. A. Gladden. 
From Windsor 
—A. B. Naily. 
Frum Cloverdale—J . G. 
Heald, John Field.

T. W. Johnson, Auditor of the said rail­ 
road, appeared aud stated that no reduction 
ahouid be made, as tbe road cannot yet stand 
it. 
The road as yet had no ending, as one 
might say, and hsrdiy a beginning. 
Ju st 
now aa extensión to Point Tiburón is being 
built, and thi», with wharves, ferryboats, etc., 
ndli cost §1,000,000. 
When this ia completed 
the road will have what it never hes had, an 
outlet to San Francisco. 
The company has 
received no complaints, oud it has thought 
that its policy was satisfactory. 
The road is 
sandwiched between other read», and was, 
therefore, a serious crmpeticion. 
Kates are 
low, and as yet no dividends have been 
earned. 
The road has to handle its freig .t 
twice, resuiii- g in a inss of 00 or 70cents per 
ton. 
The insximum freight rate allowed is 
115 cents, but this maximum has never been 
touched. 
The average rate of fare is 3.0 
cents per mile. 
In 1883 the total number of 
passengers carried was 151,840, of whom 
112,000 were to or from this city. 
Air. Foote said that he had beeD informed 
that rates were »o high that farmer» can 
haul their grain cheaper than it can be car­ 
ried hy rail. 
Mr. Geary stated that no grair was taken 
from a certain ranch unless E pecial rates were 
granted. 
Mr. Johnson replied that he thought ra'es 
should be reduced as busiotss increased. The 
road has reduced rates since the company 
was organized. 
Mr. Foote said the average ra’e on the 
Central Pacific was less than two cents per 
mile, while the rates on Eastern roads are 
les» than one cent. 
Mr. Heald claimed that for four miles 00 
cents are charged, while for a route of forty- 
nine miles the charge is §1 15. 
Mr. ,Tobn»on staled that the gross ir com - 
was §305,771 
The expenses were §310,994, 
leaving §194,777 net profits for one year on 
a capital of §3,7S4 000. 
Mr. Geary thought that tfce cost of the 
road was §1,900,000. 
Mr. Johnson gave the items of the cost of 
construction, which showing brought the ccst 
up to §4,000,000. 
Mr. Heald asked hove it wa? that ever two 
routes the rate over the longer was greater 
than*>v -ir the shorter. 
Mr. Geary pointed out the fact that the 
rate fur one distnr.ee of fifteen miles was 
three times as great as for a route twice as 
long. 
Mr. Bloom said that the local rates are so 
high that many people find it cheaper to 
keep» a horse and cerriage to go to certain 
places than to pay railroad rates. 
The Board then made arrangements for 
holding meetings in S a D t a Rosa valley, when 
those having complaints to make or ioforma- 
tion to give can appear.

the lower extremity of which is a j istou, and 
place this lower end in water. 
If the piston 
is drawn up, a vacuum is cr-ated below, and 
the atmospheric pressure, acting upon the 
surface of the liquid externa! to the pump, 
makes it rise in the tube aud follow the 
movement cf the piston. 
Herein lies the 
principal of the suction-pump.

O rig in o f t h e P o ta to.—The potato, 
originally a South American plant, w as in­ 
troduced to Virginia by Sir John H arvey 
in 1629, though it was unknown in some 
counties of England a hundred aud fifty 
years later. 
In Pennsylvania, potatoes are 
mentioned very soon after the advent of 
the Quakers ; they were not among New 
I York products in 1095, but iu 1775 we are 
told of 11,000 bushels grown on one six­ 
teen-acre p atjh in this province.

E d s. R ecobd-U nion : If one was to lock 
deeper into the m eaning cf the com m unica­ 
tion of “ C itizen," appearing in your issue of 
this m orning, one would naturally come to 
the conclusion th a t either great ignorance was 
displayed by our city cfficials, or, even worse, 
th a t they are not in earnest in curtailing the 
expenses of the city w herever it is possible 
w ithout endangering th e city. 
T he w riter has a trifling knowledge of water 
(or liquide) in more ways than one. 
H e 
knows w hen it applies to pressure th a t sev­ 
eral columns of w ater, no thicker than a lead 
pencil, will, when properly confined, raise 
one of our largest buildings here. 
H e further believes th a t the pum ps can 
carry out w hat “ C itizen” and his bsttiDg 
men claim, and more even than he claims for, 
but abuut the tim e “ Citizen ” has his stream 
squirting over Bteeples and exhibition build­ 
ings in an extrem e quarter of the city, there 
m ay be a little hubbnb in the lower p art of 
the city, where the pressure, ow-ing to friction 
generally w ithin the pipes, will have to be 
correspondingly higher, and as the pipes are 
not new, they would have to m ake room to 
let tfce w afer out. 
Ii M r. G utenberger and 
the ofti -ials at the w ater works are not aw are 
of this fact it would be strange indeed. 
I t 
m ay be supposed th a t the faith in both the 
pum ps is stroug, but not in our pipes. 
The w riter was not aware tn a t our Fire 
D epartm ent was used as a “ political vehicle/’ 
T ue observation made the past three years 
showed th a t fires here are generally p a t out 
in a brief space of time, and if they are not, 
aud any flaw in suppressing it is m anifested, 
our reporters are ever ready to have it 
brancht before the public in the leading jour­ 
nals h re. 
If anything is well m anaged, and 
a p p ta s to be beneficial to 
a com m unity, 
credit ought to be given, no m atter w hat 
party has control of the city. 
T he nnden-igned claim s to be eo politician, 
b u t intenJs in the future to vote only for 
m eu who are qualified aud fully inter-sted iu 
tne city's welfare, and this is to his benefit. 
Ii by saving so acd so m any dollars iu one 
direction of a city ten tim es the am ount is 
constantly at the risk to be lost, then it seems 
wiser to m ake provision to prevent the Ins-, 
eveu it a few cents more taxes have to be 
paid. 
Provision against fire and w ater, our w ater 
works and the educational departm ent are 
item s which ought never to he overlooked io 
the curtailing of our city taxation. 
If the 
youth, in aa educitional point of view, has 
to I 
sent into the living, moving world 
"scarce half m ade u p ,” only because the 
taxpayer saves so m any dollars, then civiliza­ 
tion has very little to boast of. 
If our city 
m ust lie placed at the m ercy of the ilelugc-s 
stored up in the distant m ountains, and the 
fire th a t m ay overwhelm it, only because 
some .arger ’irotits are added by dim im sbing 
taxation, indeed we are saving at the very 
wrong end, as tim e m ay prove, if the wrong 
m en are elected to office, it m atters very lit­ 
tle who they are, Dem ocrat or Republican. 
I t seems in this city nothing can be sug­ 
gested - r pointed out w ithout raising sus­ 
picion th a t som ething political of a suspicious 
ca-.ure lurks behind, or some one r.ot of the 
ward-jiolitician strine is hu¡ geriug after some 
lucrative office. 
T he undersigned w ants it 
fully understood th a t he is cot w riting for 
any political clique, h u t in every case, when 
it concerns this city, would like to curtail 
taxation, eveu a t the rfik of paying a trifle 
more one year to establish better security 
the next, and a city m ust necessarily be 
guarded from all points. 
If one m em ber of

FARM AND FRUIT. 


PLLURC-FNEUMONIA AND Or HER CONTA­ 
GIOUS DISEASES. 


R alsin -H a R ln g a n d F ru U -G ro w in g —Stock-

As has been aean by a diapatch {rom 
W ashington 
to 
the 
R ecoed-U nion, a 
a bill has been introduced in Congress for 
effective measures to prevent the spread 
of pteuro-pneumonia and other contagious 
diseases among cattle and dom estic ani­ 
mals. 
The Act proposed will place its ex­ 
ecution in the hands of the Commissioner 
of Agriculture, who will co operate with 
any efforts put forth by any of the States 
upon the subject. 
The experience of the 
past four years shows the necessity of the 
proposed legislation, and it should be had 
and actively p at into effect before the con­ 
tagious diseases referred to become general 
or prevalent throughout the country. 
The 
difficulty in all cases where vital interests 
arc threatened, as we have recently seen 
in the m atter of insect pests in California, 
is th at the people will not heed the ap­ 
proach of 
threatening evil, 
but 
com­ 
placently remain uudisturbed and w ithout 
action until the menace has been followed 
by presence of the scourge, and immense 
damage caused. 
Then all are ready to 
lend a helping hand. 
B ut it is far easier 
to avert any of these contagious diseases 
or prevent the spread of injurious peats 
than to get rid of them when they have 
been allowed to come and m ake a home 
w ith as. 
A few years ago the fruit pests 
could have been barred from the State, or 
those introduced easily exterm inated and 
kept from spreading. 
Now it will require 
the utm ost vigilance and effective measures 
to prevent them from producing ruin of 
crops and rendering fruit raising urprotiia- 
ble. 
Let the peopla now profit ixi other 
thiDgs by the fail urea of the past, and see 
th a t further inroads upon our industries 
by menacing causes be held back and over­ 
come. 
Tbe results already obtained in fruit­ 
growing along the foothill belt, to the east 
of the Sacramento valley, give fail assur­ 
ance of the prosperous future of th at sec­ 
tion. 
Most of tbe orchards and vineyards 
there, it is true, are still young and not of 
bearing age, but some of the earliest plant­ 
ed are already yielding bountifully and of 
finest quality. 
The question of locality is 
a most im portant one in the growing of 
grapes for raisin-making, and while the 
foothills have been considered by many as 
superior to any other section of the State 
for wine grapes—sDd other portions of our 
heritage have not seriously questioned the 
claim—the same degree of superiority for 
the raisin varieties, and the necessary con­ 
dition of atmosphere and sunshine for cur­ 
ing them , is also now made in favor of the 
foothills, and supported by reference to 
products put upon the m arket. 
One of the pioneer fruit-grow ers in the 
region referred to is W illiam Foster,whose 
place is a short distance east of Lincoln, 
and in a recent letter upon this subject, 
published in the Pin a r Herald, he says : 
I will try and give you a few item s in 
regard to raisins and their production in 
this vicinity. 
There has been but a par­ 
tial crop this year in some vineyards on ac­ 
count of late spring frosts, and on account, 
also, of the fact th at some four weeks later, 
when they put out the second time, we 
had a week of hot north wind th a t blasted 
them in the blossom. 
Young vines were 
affected the most. 
The w riter had some 
sixteen acres th at did not yield one fourth 
of a crop from this cause. 
N otw ithstand­ 
ing thi3 was tbe most unfavorable epriug 
in ton yearB, we bad a good fall for curing, 
and we have sent to m arket some ¡hirtsen 
tons of raisins of as good quality a3 there 
is made in the State, having been compared 
w ith the best brands in ths m arket. 
Now 
as to the profits, where there was any. 
thing like a goad crop on old vines : My 
neighbor, 
Mrs. 
Nelson, an industrious 
and 
enterprising 
lady, sold 
from 
one 
acre 
of 
Muscats 
$100 
w orth 
of rai­ 
sins, 
on 
the 
trays, 
besides 
selling 
enough grapes iu their green state to pay 
all expenses of cultivation and gathering. 
Mr. A rndt did as well, or better. 
Off of 
one acre he sold S1S0 worth in th 
sweat 
boxes. 
11. M. Cartw right realized $100 
per acre for his on the trays from five-year- 
old vines, from F, Crosby, a local packer. 
J . C. Crosby had a good yield, and is 
extending his vineyard 
In fact, everyone 
has tin- fever bad, and will put out all their 
mean6 will permit of. There are about 80,­ 
000 vines rooted iu nursery, and about half 
the am ount will probably be put out in 
vineyard the coming spring. 
H a l Lubrs 
& Co , of Sacram ent), bought all the 
raisins boxed m this neighborhood, and are 
well enough pleased with them to bid for 
all we cau produce in this vicinity next 
year. 
Now these are facts enough to con­ 
vince most any one th at a raisin vineyard 
in this section will pay a good interest on 
money invested. 
In 
another 
letter 
from 
the 
same 
w riter, 
in speaking of 
the 
adaptabil- 
i y of 
the 
foothills 
for 
grapo 
cu lt­ 
uro ai d the opportunities for procuring 
homes upon the lands now being offered for 
sale, he says 
I will here state th at we 
have compared onr raisins with the beet 
brands produced from here to San Diego, 
and always with the same results in our fa­ 
vor. 
They approach nearer the standard 
muscatel raisins from Malaga than any yet 
found. Their peculiarity resides in a flavor 
which is hard to desenlie, but something 
like the flavor of the orange ami lemon 
added to tne aroma of the rose, and also 
having a thinner skin than the valley 
raisin. 
I commenced clearing these dry 
chaparral hillsides some 
sixteen 
years 
ago, 
and 
p latted 
the 
musoat 
for the special purpose of making raisins, 
and as far as I can learn was the first to 
make raisins in any quantity in 1‘lacer 
county. 
Another fact: I grew my vines 
from tne cuttings, on the highert aud 
driest hills on my place, above all ditches 
or springs, and can w ill remember th a t 1 
was pointed a t as a fit subject for the lu­ 
natic asylum lor doing so, as it was consid­ 
ered doubtful w hether by setting good 
roots, even, they would grow and produce 
anything w ithout irrigation. 
Mini* of my 
neighbors gave me all the way from tw o to 
five years to starve out, anil as I bad no 
capital after buying ru t a possessory right, 
I had to .straggle along and work out the 
problem. 
But to-day I have the satisfac­ 
tion of seeing tne Fame parties t hat ridi­ 
culed mo years ago, eager to engage in tho 
same industry. 
W hatever increases the power of laying 
eu fat, or promoting the rapid and healthy 
production of fiesh, m ust be b od or equiv­ 
alent thereto. 
It,is pare charcoal does 
most effectually, as recently proved by 
taking the live weights of tw o lots of 
sheep, and simply separating them by an 
ordinary net, the artificial food, corn anil 
cuke, being carefully weighed out to each 
lot alike daily, one pint of charcoal being 
added to one lot only. 
W hen re-weighed, 
prior to gelling to the butcher, the increase 
in weight was in favor of charcoal by !<>[ 
per cent. 
Sanitation causes easy and com­ 
plete digestion, and assimilation only can 
account for these results, which charcoal 
alone can accomplish. The charcoal should 
be given mixed w ith tho food, except in 
urgent cases, when it may be mixed in 
w ater cr thin gruel, and given as a drench. 
Tho doee is one pint to every 25 head of 
sheep or lambs ; one quarter pint per head 
for full-grown cattle, horses or pigs ; half 
the quantity for young cattle, and two tea 
spoonfuls to one des=ert-sooonful for young 
c alv es, daily, when 
eufieriug from dis­ 
ease, or in iil condition. 
To keep in good 
health, and fortify against disease, the dosc 
sbuuld be giveu tw o or three times per 
w eek, according to the o-ssa of i 
they 
a rt having and the state of the a' i io - . a- re. 
T oe beet ;-lau is to w et a quantity i f bran, 
pollard, or m alt combines ; mix th e c h ir- 
cosl am o n g -* it, and then amongst the food 
you give them . 
For the rapid aud healthy 
fattening of cattle it should be used daily 
am ongst their food. 
Charcoal for internal 


and medicinal purposes m ust be pure veg­ 
etable charcoal, free from all irritating and 
injurious foreign m atter. 
Tho charcoal, 
when coming into the user’s possession, 
m ust be kept perfectly dry and free from 
any ill-smelling surroundings, such as the 
vapors of a stable or artificial manures, 
etc., or it will absorb them and thus be­ 
come septic, and of no medicinal value. 
It 
is better kept in a closed bin or tin can­ 
ister w ith a cloBely-litting cover.—[Farm 
and Home. 
There are plenty of young men who 
would become experts in the rearing of 
improved domestic animals if they could 
have the right kind of reading m atter 
placed w ithin their reach, and would make 
a beginning, which they could do with half 
the care and self-denial incurred in the city 
undertaking. 
Young men do 
not suf­ 
ficiently consider th at the rearing of the 
better classes of farm stock, while properly 
managed, is one of the most rem unerative 
branches of farming, is in its infancy, and 
very far from being even m oderately well 
developed. 
One conspicuous evidence of 
this is 3een in the very small portion of 
farmers in any county, no m atter w hat 
State you look over, who have stock su it­ 
able for exhibition at agricultural shows, 
or for sale for breeding purposes, the p u r­ 
pose being to rear other than the lower 
grades. The idea so commonly entertained, 
th at high-bred farm stock belongs properly 
only in the hands of a few who have made 
it a special study and have unlim ited 
capital, 
is an error. 
There is no valid 
reason why the sm ith at the cross-roads 
should not make as good a horseshoe as is 
turned out at the factory, where they 
make a thousand or inore an hour, and 
where large capital is involved ; neither is 
there any reason why the farm er’s son, on 
a plain, unadorned farm, w ith a cow stable 
costing a hundred or two, should not be 
able to breed and rear anim ah of any race 
or breed, equal to those to be found in the 
largest breeding establishm ents anywhere. 
—| Country Gentleman. 
As regards transplanting the straw berry, 
possibly some readers may bo ignorant of 
one portion of the process, which to every 
one making a plantation in a dry tim e is 
well worth knowing. 
In preparing the 
plant do not pull off the ruuners, but leave, 
say, six inches of them attached to each 
side of the plant. 
Bend these ends of run- 
n<-rs down, and bury them w ith the roots, 
l’iants thus provided with these “ um bili­ 
cal cords ” on which to draw for nourish­ 
ment, will survive and flourish in adverse 
conditions under which plants denuded of 
their runners will almost inevitably perish. 
The practice of this precaution in trans­ 
planting is equivalent to alm ost complete 
insurance of success, in spite of the weather. 
—[Country Gentleman. 
The difference of opinion among farmers 
as to the value of pum pkins for cows de­ 
pends largely on the manner of feeding. 
Tnose who make the feeding of pum pkins 
a success are cartful to remove the seeds. 
These are strongly diuretic, and w ith some 
cows operate so strongly in stim ulating the 
kidneys th a t the secretion of milk is ac­ 
tually lessened by their use. 
There are, 
however, soma cows th at cau eat pum p­ 
kins, seeds aud all. w ith b e n efit; but it is 
generally safer to remove the seeds before 
feeding.—[Exchange. 
One reason w hy Southern planters stick 
so exclusively to the cotton crop is said to 
be because the hired help—m ainly negroes 
—is not competent to manage a different 
system of husbandry. 
The great need of 
the South, as well as in California, is the 
division of its overgrown estates and their 
cultivation by small farmers, each owning 
the land he tills. 
W hen this change is 
effected, society will be improved, a-id 
land be made more valuable. 
I t is said th at one reason why creameries 
make better butter than farm ers’ dairies is 
because of daily churning of the cream. 
There is son.e change going on in m ilk or 
cream from the first, and in w inter w h;re 
few coW3 are kept it is almost impossible 
to make good blitter. 
W ith only one cow 
the cream should be churned at least once 
a week, and if necessary to m ake more 
bulk, seme slightly soured milk should be 
mixed w ith it. 
A process has recently been perfected in 
France for saving and cleaning the oil th at 
is taken from the wool of sheep in cleans­ 
ing. 
I t is very valuable for lubricating 
purposes. 
The line-wooled sheep havo 
wool which is very rich in oil, hut it has 
hitherto been regarded as so much waste, 
aud detracting as much from the value of 
the fleece as an equal weight of dirt. 
-fames W inter, living one hundred miles 
from Melbourne, Australia, ha- lately been 
visiting noted Merino sheep growers in this 
country and purchasing the improved stock 
fo r breeding pmrposes. 
His object is to 
cross the common Australian sheep with 
the best American rams, to increase the 
weight and improve the quality of the 
fleece. 
Trees send great distances for water. 
W illow roots have been found in wells (50 
feet from the tree. 
Elm roots also go the 
same distance. 
I t is «’til known th at trees 
allowed to grow in swampy and malarious 
sails do much tow ards absorbing tbe sur­ 
plus water and promoting the health of the 
locality. 
One of the best methods, says M. P. de 
Gaspariu, of preventing the ravages of the 
phylloxera is to keep the soil of the vine­ 
yards continually moist, and in the south­ 
east of France this is effected by keeping 
the vineyard subm erged during the w inter. 
An exchange says : The desire to supply 
nitrogen in manure has led to the use of 
old leather for this purpose. 
Though the 
nitrogen is chemically the Bame as from 
other substances, it has no m anurial value, 
and is, therefore, a cheat npon purchasers. 
An Ohio fruit-grow er revived a seemingly 
d e a l pear tree by spading half a peck of 
salt into the grouud around the tree. 
The 
tree improved the second and th ird years, 
and has since borne a heavy crop of fruit. 
A Maine farmer has found out. th at 
th irty acres in apple orchards on an almost 
valueless rocky farm are w orth to him over 
$2,000 a year. 
His specialty is the Box- 
bury russet. 
Referring lo the profit arising from bees, 
an exchange states th at Rev. O. Clute, of 
low a City, besides attending to duties as a 
pastor, sold last year $2,500 w orth of bees 
aud honev. 
A coat of paint to the surface of a fruit 
or ornamental tree, when large limbs have 
been cut off, prevents decay and injury to 
the tree. 


AKCBJEOLOGICAL 
DISCOVERY. 


Mr. Rutland, Honorary Secretary of the 
Berks Arch.c 'logical Society, assisted by 
Dr. Stevens, has made another interesting 
arch»1 'logical discovery near M aideuhead, 
about 100 yards from the Thames. 
On 
opening a tumulous iu “ Iiatlyngem ead,” a 
small, angular building was found, con­ 
taining a fireplace. 
Among other articles 
found therein was a quantity of buff pot­ 
tery, coated with greenish-black glaze of 
the fourteenth century. 
This discovery 
cleared up the period a t which the build­ 
ing was formed, but it is difficult to say 
who the occupants were. 
Tney could not 
have b en very lowly people to have used 
pottery of th a t character. 
Earthenw are 
vessels were very coBtly at th at period, and 
even the nobility used chiefly vessels of 
silver, wood or pewter, on account of 
their durability. 
I t is thought by Mr. 
R utland th at as Queen Elizabeth let the 
fishing 
of 
the 
Thames 
in 
parcels 
for periods of tw enty.one years, the hut 
was the abode of a river ranger. 
I t m ight 
have been tbe casual residence of a forester 
or ranger in the ancient fo re st of \ \ iudsor, 
which, shhongh n o m in a lly disaflursted in 
the thirteenth century, v ir tu a lly re m a in e d 
a forest for centuries a fte r th a t tim e , as 
disafforestation did not m ean th e a c tu a l 
destruction of th e forest, but th e p a rc elin g 
out of portions of it to those who had been 
serviceable to the Crown and others, th u 3 
leading ultim ately to its d e s tru c tio n . F lin t 
flakes and o th e r flint im p le m e n ts h a d been 
p re se n t, to g e th e r w ith bones of ox, p ig , 
horse and red deer, and scrap>s of Rom ano* 
British pottery, s im ila r to those found in 
the mold of the T ap lo w mound on the o p . 
posite side of the river, p ro v in g , as he be­ 
lieved, th at v ario u s pcopleB had fre q u e n te d 
both sides of the river from the earliest 
times, and th at the Saions in re m o v in g 
the m aterials of the hill to form the tum u­ 
lus, had unknowingly built up their mound 
w ith earth containing relics of earlier occu­ 
pants of the hill.

PU RE 
AIR. 


No time could be better than the present 
for beginning the practice of house ventila­ 
tion by the window, which is still, in the 
m ajority of houces, the readiest and the 
Fatest means of obtaining a regular and 
constant supply of fresh air. The practice, 
begun in warm weather, may be carried on, 
with proper care, t irough autum n and win­ 
ter. 
The constantly accum ulating im puri­ 
ties derived from breath, from perspiration, 
from excreta of other kinds collected in 
sleeping rooms, from the use of gas or lam p­ 
light, and too often even now. from suction 
of sewage gas from waste pipes, by the 
heat of house tires, etc., render it as neces­ 
sary for health as fo r comfort th at these 
should have free egress, and th at they 
should be substituted by the pure outer 
air. 
Fresh air from w ithout may very 
easily be had w ithout draught, and w ith­ 
out risk of cold even to delicate persons, if 
a few simple rules be observed. 
The cold 
air of winter, of course, enters with greater 
force and in greater proportional volume 
than the more equable sum m er air, iuto a 
warm room. 
The aperture of ingress m ust 
be correspondingly diminished. 
Air from 
a window is preferable to th at from an 
opened inner door, no m atter how roomy 
the house, from its m re reliable purity. 
If the window be the iulet, the fire, fire­ 
place, or it may be the door of a room in 
sum m er acting as an outlet, or it may be 
opened from the top, the extent being reg­ 
ulated according to the outer tem perature. 
There is then a direct iuward current at 
the upper part which follows the roof of 
the room, thus mingling w ith any heated 
waste products which require to be re­ 
moved, and an interrupted current at the 
middle, the previous line of junction of the 
upper and lower sashes, both are broken 
and diffused by the blinds or curtains. 
Venetians for this purpose should be turned 
upwards. A window should never be made 
to ventilate by opening it from below, un­ 
less the open lower spaces be filled up in 
some way, aud ventilation be carried oil at 
the middle, where the sashes join ; other­ 
wise draughts are unavoidable. 
The ven­ 
tilating pane is hardly less simple and 
equally efficient and safe method with 
either of the others. 
W indow ventilation 
in especially useful in bed-rooms, and its 
efficiency or otherwise cannot fail to affect 
the vital powers of the occupant, who, in 
his f lumbers, m ust tru st to other energies 
than his own for the removal of those im ­ 
purities and morbific germs which his every 
breath m ultiplies around him.

Woom.N S t o o l s .— How wooden spools 
are made is thus told by the Scientific 
American : The birch is first sawed iDto 
j sticks four or five feet long and sevcu- 
j eighths of an inch to three inches square, 
Í aoconling to the size of the spool to be 
produced, 
These sticks are thoroughly 
seasoned. 
They are sawed into short 
blocks, and the blocks are dried in a hot- 
air kiln. 
A t the time they are sawed a 
hole is bored through them . 
One whirl of 
the little block against the sharp knives, 
shaped by a pattern, makes the spools at 
the rate of one a second. 
A small boy 
feeds the spool machine, simply placing 
the blocks in a spout and throwing out the 
knotty or defective stock. 
The machine is 
autom atic, b at cannot do the suiting. The 
spools are revolved rapidly in drum s, aüd 
polish themselves. For some purposes they 
are dyed yellow, red or black. 
They are 
made in thousands of shapes and sizes. 
W hen one sees on a spool of thread " 100 
yards,” or “ 200 yards," these words do not 
signify th at tho thread has been measured, 
but th at the spool has been gauged and is 
supposed to contain so much thread. W hen 
a silk or linen or cotton firm wants a spool 
made, it sends a pattern to the spool- 
maker. 
This pattern gives the size and 
shape of the barrel aud the head and bevel. 
One factory iu Maine turns out 100,000 
gross of spools a day.

Post : 
M. P. Key, agent for the Society for the 
Prevention of C ruelty to Animals, walked 
into the office of A ssistant D istrict A ttor­ 
ney Moore at the Police C ourt yesterday 
morning, carrying a basket containing a 
headless rooster, alive and well. 
“ Tnis 
curious bird,” he explained, “ has been for 
several days on exhibition at No. 941 Penn­ 
sylvania avenue, and I have the supposed 
owners, Randolph W arrick and H enry Ir­ 
ving, under arrest under the cruelty to 
anim als regulations." 
In a few seconds 
the office of Mr. Moore was thronged with 
curious people who w anted to see the 
chicken. 
W hen the basket was opened 
the headless bird hopped out. 
Its body 
and legs were fully developed, and also the 
neck, but a greater portion of the head was 
gone. 
Indeed it seemed th a t the whole 
head had been chopped off, bu t on exam­ 
ination it was shown th at only the eyes 
and beak were gone, the base of the hrain 
and ears being left. 
Subsequently W ar­ 
rick and Irving had a heariug in Court. 
They were defended by Cim pbell Carring­ 
ton. 
The defense was th at tho chicken w as 
nothing more than an ordinary curiosity. 
W arrick stated th a t he purchased the 
rooster about a m onth ago from a man in 
Richmond, V a., and paid $25 for it. 
The 
original owner stated th at the fowl had 
been headlees for over a year. 
Its head 
was lost one m orning when the owner 
chopped off the heads of a num ber of other 
chickens. 
Instead of dying, 1 ke the rest, 
this one lived, flopped around, and was 
subsequently kept alive by pushing food 
down his windpipe. 
The witness then ex- 
plsined how the rooster was fed, and added 
th at when he came to this city he received 
a perm it to exhibit it from Chief of Police 
Dye. 
The question of cruelty was argued 
at length, and Judge Snell finally fined 
W arrick $50. 
Irving was discharged, as 
nothing wa3 developed to show th at he had 
any responsible interest in the chicken. In 
pronouncing his decision, Judge Snel! said 
th at any creature w ithout apparent brain 
evidently suffered, and the usage of the 
chicken in question for exhibition purposes 
was cruelty. 
He also questioned the ac­ 
tion of Chief of Police Dye in granting a 
perm it to exhibit. 
W arrick gave bonds to 
appear for a farther bearing, and the 
chicken was carried oil" in the basket by- 
Mr. Key. 
The case excited considerable 
interest. 
Young Irving said after the 
hearing th a t he believed Barnum would 
give $1,000 for the rooster.

FOR 
ASTRONOMERS. 


Dr. Jam es Kennedy contributes the fol­ 
lowing to the Toronto Globe: How is it 
th at the earth’s orbit has an inclination of 
just 23A degrees tow ard its axis ? W hether 
tne operat uas of this particular arrange­ 
ment of cur planetary system have been 
clearly traced to natural causes I do uot 
know. 
I subm it the following : The dis­ 
tribution of land is as two to one, and the 
relative density cf laud and wat:-r is as five 
to one in favor of the northern hemisphere. 
Tne prepondcrence of weight, therefore, 
being largely in its favor, and this added 
to the largo excess of m inerals north of the 
equator, gives proportionally greater in ­ 
tensity to magnetic force. 
A l.o, th at the 
center of gravity is not in the center of 
bulk, but in the center of weight, hence 
some miles nearer to the north than the 
south pole. 
Then as per low regulating 
projtftis, the northern or heaviest hemi­ 
sphere as to bulk will continnaly strive for 
the center of gravity, proportional to the 
tractile force, throwing the southern or 
light hemisphere outw ard and behind. 
N xt, the orbit of the eartli 1 3 elipsoidal, the 
sun or tractile pow erbeingin onecf the foci. 
The longer diam eter of the orbit is 5,000,­ 
000 miles greater than the shorter, the sun 
being th at distance nearer to U3 now toan 
it will be on the 1st of Ju ly next, inconse­ 
quence of which the sun’s apparent motion 
is slower when in the northern signs 
than when he 
traverses 
the 
southern 
ones. 
Also th at the axis of the earth íb 
always parallel t ) ita plane. 
Such are the 
facts and their conditions. Does tl.eir com­ 
bined operation produce the inclination of 
the earth’s orbit to its axis as a dignite re­ 
sultant ? 
I think so. 
Take the earth at 
its autum nal equinox, Septem ber 22.1. 
It 
now ent :rs ia elipsis nearest the sun, and 
on the 22 1 of December makes its neare.st 
approach. 
On t ie 221 of June it reaches 
its greatest distance frooi th at orb. As the 
cait 1 nears the sun the traction will in­ 
crease according to the law —inversely as 
the square of distance—and it will be 
greatest on the northern hemisphere, pro­ 
portional to ita greater density and the 
nearer d stance of th?. center of gravity to 
the north pole. 
Heaoe there is a cm tinu- 
ous effort to tilt the north pole tow ard 
the 
gravitating 
force. 
This 
effort is 
counteracted by the magnetic force a l­ 
ways striving in the plane of ita own axis, 
»:.d at right angle* to the gravitating force, 
li e earth 
m ust 
per 
force of gravity 
me nearer the buii, and per magnetic 
force it m ust not change the direction 
of its axis, 
neither force can yield to 
the other : the earth is obedient to both, 
hence it proceeds between them , the con­ 
tending or adjusted forceB operating as in­ 
dicated, raise the earth ( = 0 to say) between 
the 22J of Septem ber and tho 221 of De- 
oember ju st 23J”, and is causative of the 
inclination of tho earth's orbit to its axis. 
In a newspaper article it is enough to 
enunciate the principle, which I Lave done.

MILITARY 
REPRISALS. 


The abolition of slavery, which in W est­ 
ern Europe has been the greatest achieve­ 
m ent of modern civilization, did not, un­ 
fortunately, tend to greater mildness in the 
customs of war. 
For in ancient tim es the 
sale of prisoners as slaves operated to re­ 
strain th a t indiscrim inate and objectless 
slaughter which has been, even to cases 
within this century, the m arked feature of 
the battlefield, and more especially where 
cities or places have been taken by Btorm. 
Avarice ceased to operate, as it once did, 
in favor of hum anity. 
In one day the 
population of Magdeburg, taken by storm, 
was reduced from 25,000 to 2,700 ; and an 
English eye-witness of th at event thus de­ 
scribes i t : “ Of 25.000, eome said 30,000, 
people, there was cot a soul to be seen 
alive, till the flames drove those th at 
were hid in vaults 
and secret places 
to seek death 
in 
the 
streets 
rather 
then perish in the fire; of the miserable 
creatures some were killed, too, by the fu­ 
rious soldiers, but at last they saved the 
lives of such as came out of their cellars 
and holes, and so about 2,000 poor, desper­ 
ate creatures were left.” 
“ There was lit­ 
tle shooting : the execution was all cutting 
of throat) and mere house m urders. 
* * * 
W e could see the poor people in crowds 
driven down the streets. Hying from the 
fury of the soldiers, who followed butcher­ 
ing them as fast as they could, and refused 
mercy to an) body, till, driving them down 
to the river’s edge, the desperate wretches 
would throw themselves into the river, 
where thousands of them perished, espe­ 
cially women and children.” 
It is difficult 
to read this graphic description of a stormed 
city w ithout the suspicion arising iu the 
mind th at a sheer thirst for blood and love 
of m urder is a much more pctcnt sustainer 
of wrar than it is u3ual or agreeable to be­ 
lieve. 
The narratives of most victories 
and of taking cities support this theory. 
A t Brescia, for 
instance, taken by tho 
French from the Venetians in 1512, it íb 
said th at 20,000 of the la tt er fell to only 50 
of the former. 
W hen Rome wa9 sacked in 
1527 by the Im perialist forces, we are told 
th a t “ the soldiery threw themselves upon 
the unhappy m ultitud*, and, w ithout dis­ 
tinction of age or sex, massacred all who 
came in their way. 
Strangers w ere spared 
as little as Romans, for the m urderers fired 
indiscrim inately at every one, from a mere 
thirst of blood.”—-LL A. Farm er, in the 
G entlem an’s Magazine. 


A National Homestead M onument Asso­ 
ciation has been organized a t Mitchel!, I).

MARKETS. 


Flagstaff a year ago was an unredeemed 
inferno ; now it is for the most part quiet 
and of good repute. 
It owes its pema- 
nxney to the tim bar business. 
From 
northw estern Arizona down to the south­ 
east into western New Mexico stretches a 
vast belt of magnificent pine forest. 
Here 
the belt is cut by the railroad juBt under 
the shadow of the San Francisco m oun­ 
tains. 
The trees are of extraordinary 
hight, straight and huge in their propor­ 
tions. 
Between them there is no under­ 
grow th—all is clear and open. 
Here and 
there the openings widen out into beauti­ 
ful natural parks, clothed w ith a rich 
growth of grass. 
No finer cattle country 
could be imagined, save for the lack of 
w ater. 
W ater is almost literally as pre­ 
cious aa gold, 
Men go out prospecting for 
springs ju st as tho miner searches for crop­ 
pings of ore. 
He who secures a spring can 
control thousands of acres of laud. 
But 
tae springs are few, often small, and not 
always trustw orthy. 
The L tile Antelope 
Spring, which supplies the cluster of cabins 
hard by, sometimes runs dry. Theu w ater 
is hauled in barrels for miles and sold 
like any other commodity. 
The 
saw ­ 
mill which runs out a hundred thousand 
feet of lum ber a day to supply a con­ 
tract of 32,009.000 feet for the Mexican 
Central Railway, is run by tt;a m power. 
Y et for this it is necessary to pum p the 
w ater in pipes from springs nine miles 
away. 
A t W inslow the railroad company 
sunk an artesian well 1 700 feet and struck 
salt water. 
A t Ash Fork they sunk an­ 
other well, which proved a failure. 
From 
the line cf New Mexico the railreiad runs 
for many miles through the barren valley of 
the Rio Puerco. 
Tne river bed is broad, 
hut the stream itself is a scanty rivulet. 
Y et when there comes one of tha sudden, 
fierce thunder-storm s peculiar to this re­ 
gion the plains arc flooded, and ia an hour 
the river becomes 3 raging t trrent. 
I 
have seen this happen again and aga:n, 
for it ¡3 the rainy sea'on n o w ; but in a 
few hours the w ater disappears, the to r­ 
rents plunges into underground w ater­ 
courses, 
aud the sands are parched sb 
before. 
It has been suggested th at huge 
stono tanks bo constructed to hold the 
water, instead of perm itting it to flow off 
at once. 
The suggestion seems a good one. 
A rtesian wells have never obtained much 
success in the W estern cnuntry, an 1 the 
w ater problem remains one of vital im ­

A re a magnificent statue, ‘'S a u l,” by W . 
W . Story, and an oil sketch of a Moor’s 
head by Fortuny. In a special room, hung 
w ith red curtains, opening from an inner 
parlor, the three beautiful statues stand : 
llogers’ “ Merope, 
the 
Lost 
l’leiad,” 
S tory’s “ D alilah,” and between, divided 
from each by large carved ebony Indian 
screens on either side, the imposing “ Saul.” 
I t is the sitting figure of a man of about 
30, to judge from the vigorous torso and 
round limbs, while tho cheeks and forehead 
are furrowed with lines of warfare and 
thought. 
The right hand bolds a scepter 
and the left clutches the loDg (lowing bea-d 
upon the breast. 
The head is dressed with 
a sort of scarf, hanging back on the shoul­ 
ders and held upon the head by a light 
crown. 
A shawl, of winch the texture Is 
beautifully im itated, is throv n upou the 
knees, and the roundness of the limbs is 
finely indicated under the covering. 
The 
fixed expression of the face is one of dark 
melancholy rather than dementia. 
I t is 
Saul during his madness ; but there is no 
frenzy about him—it is great strength 
clouded for the time. 
The block of m ar­ 
ble from which the statue is cut is pure and 
fine in grain, and the finish is very com­ 
plete, the sculpture of the neck and arms 
being continued so far w ithin the folds of 
th e headdress and sleeves, th at th e body

SOMETHIN*; CLOTHED UPON, 
A nd not one w ith its vestm ents, as is the 
case w ith so many statues by an inferior 
hand. 
There are to be b ut four replicas 
made from the original cast, which, of 
course, enhances the value, depreciated in 
th e case of the “ M erope” by the many 
replicas Rogers has made of it, as indeed 
he does of all his sta tu e s; in the case of 
the “ N y d ia" the duplicates amount to 
nearly a hundred. To return for a moment 
to the “ S au l;” connoisseurs say th at in 
strength and pose the statue compares 
favorably as a modern work w ith Michael 
Angelo's “ Moses.” 
Umler the gaslight 
th e figure is imposing to solemnity ; one 
feels out of place aud foolish w ith modern 
dress and chattering speech.

WORKS IN BRASS AND PLASTER 
By Mr. Story’s son, who inherits much of 
his father s talent. 
A very beautiful fold­ 
ing screen of two panels is attracting a 
great deal of attention at one of the large 
Japanese stores. 
It has the extrinsic in­ 
terest of having been desired by Lord 
Rosebery, but not purchased because the 
price was §1,500 and hia Lordahip would 
give but s i,200. 
One may venture to say 
th at the Earl made a mistake. 
The panels 
are of csdar, about five feet by three. 
They have been subjected to the action of 
running water, mingled with sand, so that 
the softer parts of the wood have been

harder parts remains in slight relief. Upon 
one of the panels is lacquered the design of 
a small gnarled cherry branch—every as­ 
perity of the bark exactly reproduced in 
high relief—and lighter twigs bearing a 
profusion of gold petaled cherry blossoms. 
A large hibiscus of some pearly shell and a 
chrysanthemum of the sains m aterial blend 
w ith the design. 
On the other panel arn 
reeds in gold lacquer, an hibiscus of ivory, 
the tas6elled pistil beautifully reproduced, 
aud in the corner a bunch of grapes made 
of disks of tortoise 
shell, 
beautifully 
clouded. 
One who had seen the lacquer 
applied said th at it was the most laborious 
work imaginable, put on drop by drop, the 
lacquer itself being the sap of a tree,

which gold and ottier m aterials are added, 
applied w ith a brush of rat or rabbit’s hair, 
and then rubbed down w ith a stone hardly 
larger than a needle's point.

BLOODHOUND. 


W hen Cortea and his arm y were resting 
from their labors after the siege aud de­ 
struction of Mexico, having heard many 
accounts of a certain King of a neighbor­ 
ing country called Michoacan, t> the west 
of Mexico, which King was a hereditary 
enemy of Montezuma, the great Captain 
resolved to send an exploring expedition 
tie re to ascertain if the accounts he had 
heard of the greatness of ta e monarch and 
the richness of the country were true. 
To 
this end he made choice of a soldier of for­ 
tune named M ontana, a man of some edu­ 
cation, for he wrote au account of his jour­ 
ney ; and to him he gave as colleagues one 
l*enalo3a and two others, all “ men of dis­ 
cretion and valor.’’ Tenalosa owed this dis­ 
tinction to his being the owner of a very 
celebrated dog, who had not hia equal in 
New Spain. 
“ So big and courageous was 
he,” says the annalist, “ aud so dexterous 
in war, and so much dreaded by the In ­ 
diana th at when let loose, although there 
m ight be a thousand Indians in front of 
him, they dared notstaod up before him .” 
His tactics were eimplc b at effectual. 
He 
rushed at the nearest Indian, knocking 
him down by his weight and the impetus 
of hia attack, turning with amazing sw ift­ 
ness to another and another, till he had left 
a dozen or tw enty men on the ground, 
whom the Spaniards would then dispatch 
w ith their spears. 
B y this tim e the front 
rank ef the enemy had generally retired to 
a distance ; so the dog would turn round to 
see if those whom he had throw n down were 
motionless. 
Those who lay quiet, either 
paralyzed with dread or aiready dispatched 
by his two-legged comrades, he took no 
notice of, but the faintest sign of life was a 
signal for him t j rush upon them and tear 
their throats to pieces w ith his powerful 
jaws. 
These men being disposed of, he 
would go in search of fresh victims until 
tired out, or until there were no more to 
tear.—[The C o r n h ili Magazine.
